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Pharmacists,  doctors 
to  meet  soon  for 
'harmony'  talks 

Representatives  of  pharmacists  and  family  doctors  are  to 
meet  in  an  effort  to  iron  out  differences  between  the  two 
professions  including  rural  dispensing. 
The   initiative   came   from  the 


president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (Mr  A.  Howells)  in  a 
letter  to  Dr  J.  C.  Cameron, 
chairman  of  the  British  Medi- 
cal Association's  general  medi- 
cal services  committee.  Mr 
Howells  said  that  the  biggest 
problem  was  dispensing  in 
rural  areas  but  "there  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  feeling 
aroused  by  it  has  touched  other 
issues,  to  our  r  disadvan- 
tage." 

"The  same  feeling  has  hin- 
dered our  process  of  consulta- 
tion and  joint  representation." 

Mr  Howells  underlined  his 
views  at  this  week's  meeting 
of  the  South  Eastern  Region 
of  the  Society  (p  422). 

Supporting  the  president's 
call  for  a  meeting,  Dr  Cameron 
says  "I  share  both  your  regrets 
and  your  desire  to  restore  har- 
mony." He  suggests  that  dis- 
cussions should  initially  be 
exploratory  and  informal  to 
establish  the  ground  to  be 
covered.  Priorities  would  then 
be  dealt  with  on  an  agreed 
basis. 

Crossman  keeps  out 

Mr  Richard  Crossman,  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Social  Ser- 
vices has  again  refused  to 
intervene  in  the  rural  dispens- 
ing controversy. 

He  was  asked  in  the  Com- 
mons by  Mr  Paul  Dean  what 
steps  he  was  taking  to  bring 
about  a  meeting  between  the 
pharmaceutical  and  medical 
professions  to  discuss  it. 

Mr  Crossman  repeated  his 
view  that  discussions  should  be 
arranged  by  the  professions 
themselves.  "My  Department 
will  be  glad  to  take  part  as 
soon  as  the  professions  con- 
sider that  this  would  be  use- 
ful." 

Mr  John  Ellis  asked  if  Mr 
Crossman  agreed  that  "there  is 
strong  feeling  on  the  pharma- 
ceutical side  that  the  Minister 
has  been  nobbled  by  the  BMA 
on  this  question?"  Mr  Cross- 
man:  "I  think  it  may  be  true 
that  the  pharmaceutical  side, 
which  had  hoped  that  I  would 
impose  what  had  previously 
been  assumed  to  be  an  agreed 
solution,  was  disappointed 
when  T  did  not." 


Drug-use 
study  by 
WHO 


Improvement  and  standardisa- 
tion of  information  required  to 
measure  drug  consumption  may 
emerge  from  a  symposium  being 
held  in  Oslo,  November  3-7. 

The  symposium  is  organised 
by  the  European  office  of  the 
World  Health  Organisation  and 
brings  together  pharmacists, 
doctors,  public  health  adminis- 
trators, statisticians,  economists 
and  social  security  organisa- 
tions. It  will  hear  the  first 
results  of  a  regional  office  sur- 
vey of  methods  used  to  mea- 
sure consumption  of  psycho- 
tropic drugs. 

The  experts  were  expected  to 
decide,  among  other  things,  the 
categories  of  drugs  —  thera- 
peutic, diagnostic  or  chemical  — 
best  suited  to  consumption 
studies.  The  UK  is  represented 
by  Mr  A.  B.  Rees,  Department 
of  Health. 

'Test  saccharin 
next'— BMJ 

A  series  of  carefully  controlled 
animal  experiments  on  sacch- 
arin seem  desirable  following 
the  ban  on  the  use  of  cycla- 
mates  in  food  says  the  British 
Medical  Journal. 

"Though  no  harmful  effect 
has  come  to  light  in  some  50 
years  of  human  consumption, 
and  there  is  no  reason  to  sup- 
pose it  has  any.  it  is  being 
taken  in  considerable  quanti- 
ties, which  are  likely  to  in- 
crease with  the  withdrawal  of 
cyclamates." 

Referring  to  the  cyclamates 
ban,  the  Journal's  leading 
article  maintains  there  is  no 
reason  to  condemn  anyone  for 
not  taking  action  earlier,  "and 
it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
no  human  being  has  incurred  a 
risk  at  all  commensurate  with 
that  of  the  experimental  rats." 

Cyclamate  tablets 

The  reference  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  the  Committee  on 
Safety  of  Drugs  of  the  Ameri-

can  evidence  throwing  doubt 
on  the  safety  of  cyclamates 
(C&D,  November  l,  p  393) 
covered  only  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  The  sale  of 
sweetening  tablets  containing 
cyclamates  will  be  forbidden 
from  January  1,  1970,  along 
with  that  of  food  and  drinks 
containing  cyclamates  and  will 
not,  as  stated  last  week,  depend 
on  the  Committee's  findings. 

The  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  have  issued  a 
statement  to  the  effect  that  in 
view  of  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culure's  decision  to  ban  the 
use  of  cyclamates  in  foods  and 
drinks  after  January  1,  1970, 
they  consider  there  is  no  reason 
why  pharmacists  should  wait 
until  that  date  to  withdraw 
sweetening  preparations  such  as 
tablets,  cubes,  etc  containing 
cyclamates. 

The  Council  advise  pharma- 
cists to  withdraw  such  prepara- 
tions from  sale  now. 

Doctors  and  the 
public 

The  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion has  been  "very  reasonably 
successful"  in  campaigning 
among  its  members  to  cut 
down  their  prescribing  of 
amphetamines,  Dr  Derek 
Stephenson  (Secretary)  told 
pressmen  on  November  4. 
Fewer  cases  of  overprescribing 
had  been  reported. 

The  Dunlop  Committee  had 
been  criticising  the  lack  of  pro- 
gress towards  "NP"  labelling. 
Dispensing  doctors  (of  whom 
there  were  3-4,000)  had  been 
circularised  to  label  all  medi- 
cines with  their  contents.  The 
delay  was  principally  due  to 
pharmacists'  reluctance  to  meet 
the  strong  recommendation  of 


Dunlop  and  the  doctors,  but 
it  had  to  be  recognised  that, 
with  prescriptions  running  into 
millions,  the  extra  burden  of 
work  "NP"  labelling  entailed  to 
pharmacists  was  considerable. 

Leukaemia  virus 
discovery 

Research  workers  at  the 
University  of  Glasgow  have 
found  that  the  feline  leukaemia 
virus  will  grow  in  the  cells  of 
dogs,  pigs  and  human  beings. 
It  is  the  first  time  that  a  leukae- 
mia virus  has  been  found  to 
grow  in  cells  of  widely  unre- 
lated species. 

In  1964  workers  at  the 
University  discovered  that  a 
virus  was  the  etiological  agent 
of  leukaemia  in  cats. 

So  far  no  viruses  have  been 
isolated  from  leukaemia  in  the 
other  domestic  mammals  or  in 
man  but  the  ability  of  the 
feline  leukaemia  virus  to  cross 
species  barriers  in  laboratory 
cultures  raises  the  question  of 
a  possible  relationship  of  the 
virus  to  leukaemia  in  other 
species. 

Enzymes  research 
£200,000  grant 

The  Science  Research  Council 
has  made  a  grant  of  £200.000 
to  the  chemical  engineering  de- 
partment. University  College 
London,  to  support  a  five-yeEr 
programme  of  research  on 
enzyme  technology.  The  work 
will  be  under  the  direction  of 
Dr  Malcolm  Lilly  and  Dr  Peter 
Dunnill. 

The  grant  is  one  of  the  first 
to  be  made  by  the  newly-estab- 
lished Enzyme  Chemistry  ?nd 
Technology  Committee  of  the 
Science   Research  Council. 
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Agricultural  group's 
one-day  school 

A  one-day  attendance  at  the  School  of  Agriculture,  Sutton 
Bonington,  Notts,  on  October  29,  took  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Agricultural  and  Veterinary  Group 
into  academic  problems  of  animal  fertility. 


Dr  I.  Falconer  described 
experiments  on  rabbits  to  test 
the  hypothesis  that  lactation 
was  dependent  upon  the  release 
of  prolactin  from  the  pituitary 
body. 

By  injecting  prolactin  down 
the  teat  ducts  a  pseudo  preg- 
nancy was  induced,  and  as  the 
rabbit  had  eight  nipples  a 
complete  test  design  was  pos- 
sible. Measurements  showed 
that,  from  the  third  day  the 
production  of  lactose  started  to 
rise.  Lipoprotein  lipase  activity 
was  shown  to  be  higher  in  lac- 
tating  animals  than  in  others. 

The  observation  that,  after 
an  initial  rise,  there  was  a  fall 
before  it  again  went  on  and  up, 
was  being  investigated. 

Means  of  inducing  reproduc- 
tive activity  in  anoestrous  ani- 
mals were  discussed  by  Dr  D. 
B.  Crighton. 

In  1962  when  the  work 
began,  he  said,  no  information 
was  available  on  anoestrus  in 
sheep  or  pigs,  which  before 
that  time  was  assumed  to  be 
due  to  hormone  deficiency. 

Test  results 

Tests  showed  that  during 
anoestrus  the  amount  of  fol- 
licle -  stimulating  hormone 
(FSH)  present  in  the  female 
pig  uterus  was  about  the  same 
as  during  lactation,  but  that 
the  amount  of  luteinising  hor- 
mone (LH)  was  much  lower. 

A  hypothesis  that  that  was 
because  of  interference  with 
the  biosynthesis  of  the  hormone 
was  confirmed  by  ovariectomy. 

It  helped  to  explain  dis- 
appointing results  from  using 
pregnant  mare  serum  gonado- 
trophin  (PMSG)  to  bring  on 
oestrus  in  pigs.  PMS  had 
always  been  assumed  to  be  hor- 
mone stimulating  but  the  inter- 
national standard  unit  for 
PMSG  was  based  on  a  bio- 
assay  of  total  hormone  content, 
with  no  differentiation  between 
FSH  and  LH. 

There  was  evidence  that 
PMSG  had  a  releasing  effect 
on  hormones  already  present 
in  the  body.  It  seemed  likely, 
then,  that  by  arresting  lacta- 
tion luteinising  hormone  release 
within  the  animal  would  ie- 
commence. 

Administration  of  PMSG  at 
that  juncture  had  proved  con- 
sidsrably  effective  in  bringing 
on  oestrus  again. 


That  held  out  the  prospect, 
by  reducing  the  unproductive 
intervals,  of  effecting  consider- 
able economies  in  pig  farming. 

In  the  sheep  the  picture  was 
much  more  complicated  be- 
cause there  was  a  seasonal  as 
well  as  a  cyclic  anoestrus.  The 
special  problems  of  the  sheep, 
were  discussed  by  Dr  N.  B. 
Haynes. 

Before  oestrus  could  be  pro- 
duced in  sheep  by  injecting 
FSH,  he  said,  pre-ovulatory 
treatment  with  progesterone 
was  needed.  Then  the  FSH  was 
given,  followed  by  PMSG. 
Another  approach  was  to  in- 
duce two  heats  with  proges- 
terone and  PMS  and  to  mate 
at  the  second. 

But  while  oestrus  response 
was  good,  conception  followed 
in  only  40  per  cent  of  ewes 
after  copulation. 

Another  technique,  the  inser- 
tion of  a  fluorogestone  acetate 
impregnated  sponge  in  the 
sheep's  vagina  brought  on 
oestrus  in  two  days  and  good 
synchronisation,  but  again  the 
proportion  of  pregnancies  was 
below  hopes. 

A  different  approach,  to  con- 
trol the  alternation  of  light  and 
darkness  on  the  animal's  life, 
was  bringing  some  success. 

Strychnine 

permits 

metricated 

Permits  for  strychnine  for  mole 
and  seal  killing  in  Scotland 
will  in  future  be  written  in 
metric  quantities  and  where 
possible  in  multiples  of  2  g  and 
5  g,  the  standard  pack  sizes. 

That  agreement  with  the 
Department  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  Scot- 
land was  reported  to  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Scottish 
Executive. 

In  England  and  Wales,  the 
Ministry  is  advocating  that 
metric  quantities  should  be 
used  "where  convenient." 

It  was  reported  that  there 
had  so  far  been  a  poor  res- 
ponse to  a  prescription  collec- 
tion and  delivery  service  for 
Dreghorn,  Ayrshire,  operated 
by  five  contractors  in  Irvine. 
The  scheme  is  running  for  a 
trial  period  until  the  end  of  the 
year  and  will  then  be  con-

sidered  by  the  rural  areas  com- 
mittee. 

A  draft  revision  of  the 
Society's  bye  laws  relating  to 
the  Scottish  Department  was 
considered  and  is  to  be  sent  to 
the  Council. 

Eye  preparation 
sterilisation 

Advice  to  hospital  authorities 
in  England  and  Wales  on  the 
preservation  of  sterility  in 
ophthalmic  preparations  is 
given  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  in 
a  memorandum  HM  (69)  86. 
Its  recommendations  cover 
single  and  multiple-application 
packs  used  within  hospitals 
(not  outside). 

Wherever  possible,  fluids 
are  to  be  sterilised  in  their 
final  containers  at  correct  con- 
centration, and  by  autoclaving. 
Sterilisation  by  irradiation  is 
permitted  provided  tests  have 
shown  the  product  is  stable  to 
irradiation. 

The  fourteen  paragraphs  of 
the  memorandum  also  cover 
labelling,  methods  of  use  of 
eye  drops,  lotions  and  oint- 
ments, and  control  of  infection 
within  hospitals. 

Labelling  for 
Argentina 

Regulations  introduced  within 
the  past  few  months  in  Argen- 
tina impose  new  restrictions  on 
the  wording  of  labels  upen,  and 
packing  leaflets  enclosed  with, 
medical  products,  both  "ethi- 
cal" and  popular.  Such  printed 
matter  may  now  include  only 
the  name  of  preparation,  its 
origin,  class  (free  sale  or  pres- 
cription only),  contents,  pack 
size,  formula,  therapeutic  ac- 
tion, dosage,  method  of  use, 
antagonisms  and  antidotes,  pre- 
cautions to  be  observed,  name 
and  address  of  manufacturer, 


and  number  of  authorising  per- 
mit. The  new  rules  apply 
whether  the  products  are  of 
local  manufacture  or  imported. 

'Front  Line' 
Chemists 

There  is  a  chemist  in  the  back- 
ground of  many  a  forensic 
drama.  That  is  what  Dr  Philip 
Science,  the  Hull  City  coroner, 
told  pharmacists  and  their 
assistants  at  a  recent  staff 
dinner  of  E.  A.  Brocklehurst 
Ltd. 

The  chemist  is  now  in  the 
front  line  of  medical  treatment 
declared  Dr  Science.  Doctors 
often  read  little  about  thera- 
peutics after  qualifying  and 
have  to  rely  on  their  chemists 
to  keep  them  right.

'Withdraw  half- 
crowns'  request 

Retailers  are  being  asked  not 
to  give  out  halfcrowns  in 
change  between  now  and  the 
end  of  December.  As  pre- 
viously announced  the  half- 
crown  ceases  to  be  legal  tender 
on  January  1,  1970  and  from  a 
month  prior  to  that  date  (that 
is  November  30)  banks  will 
cease  issuing  them  to  custo- 
mers. 

These  were  two  of  the  main 
points  contained  in  a  letter  sent 
out  recently  by  the  Decimal 
Currency  Board  to  retail  asso- 
ciations. Traders  are  being 
asked  to  pack  the  coins  into 
special  pink  bags  provided  by 
the  banks  for  that  purpose  be- 
fore paying  in. 
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How  chemists'  sales 
rose  in  July/August 

The  total  average  weekly  turnover  obtained  by  chemists  in 
retail  practice  during  July/ August  was  £6,501,000  —  an 
increase  of  44  per  cent  on  the  same  period  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  Nielsen  Drug  Index. 


The  increase  in  turnover  came 
from  higher  cash  sales  rather 
than  from  NHS  receipts  "as 
would  be  expected  in  the  sum- 
mer months."  Share  of  sterling 
volume  by  type  and  size  of 
shop  remained  much  the  same 
as  previously;  multiples  held 
159  per  cent  and  independents 
in  total  84T  per  cent.  Large 
independents  seemed  to  gain  at 
the  expense  of  medium  and 
small,  and  enjoyed  a  larger 
increase  on  a  year  ago,  and  on 
the  previous  period  than  both 
other  types. 

The  average  weekly  cash 
sales  in  retail  pharmacies  were: 
Multiple,  £311;  large  indepen- 
dents, £691;  medium  indepen- 
dents, £349;  small  independents, 
£163.  It  was  estimated  that  the 
multiple  pharmacies  obtained 
15  9  per  cent  of  the  total  turn- 
Over  during  the  period  while 
the  large,  medium  and  small 
independents  obtained  174,  29  7 
and  37"0  per  cent  respectively. 

The  average  weekly  National 
Health  Service  payments  per 
shop  were:  Large  independents, 
£428;  multiples,  £183;  medium 
independents,  £272;  small  inde- 
pendents, £165. 

During  July  independent 
pharmacies  dispensed  86  9  per 
cent  of  the  National  Health 
Service  prescriptions  (an  aver- 
age of  1,433  per  shop  per 
month),  while  the  multiple 
pharmacies  dispensed  131  per 


cent  (an  average  of  1,215  per 
shop  per  month).  National 
Health  Service  payments 
amounted  to  33-0  per  cent  of 
the  total  turnover  in  multiple 
pharmacies  and  424  per  cent 
in  independents. 

Drug  imports  at 
peak  level 

United  Kingdom  imports  of 
pharmaceutical  and  medicinal 
products  reached  a  monthly 
peak  figure  of  £2'5  million  in 
September. 

As  in  previous  months  the 
principal  source  of  supply  was 
Western  Germany  which  con- 
tributed one-quarter  of  the  total 
followed  by  the  US  (£359,000 
and  Switzerland  (£345.000). 

On  the  export  side  UK  ship- 
ments were  valued  at  £9,148,000 
and  with  the  addition  of  medi- 
cated and  non-medicated  dress- 
ings £9,932,000.  A  "breakdown" 
of  the  totals  for  exports  and 
imports  is  given  in  the  accom- 
panying tables. 

Once  the  UK's  largest  custo- 
mer but  rarely  in  the  first  three 
in  recent  months,  Australia  re- 
turned to  top  position  with 
purchases  valued  at  £564,000. 
Japan  was  a  close  second  with 
£554,000  followed  by  France, 
£538,000  and  Irish  Republic 
£526.000.

Home  remedies 
freedom  call 

Medicines  for  the  relief  of 
minor  ailments  at  home  should 
continue  to  be  readily  available 
to  the  public  without  undue 
restriction,  said  Mr  A.  C. 
Martin,  president,  Pharmaceu- 
tical &  Allied  Industries  Asso- 
ciation Ltd,  at  a  luncheon  meet- 
ing of  the  Association  on  Octo- 
ber 21.  The  industry,  he  said, 
by  providing  products  for  home 
medication  kept  down  the  cost 
of  treatment  and  reduced  the 
burden  on  the  medical  pro- 
fession. 

Mr  Martin  emphasised  that 
his  Association  had  a  "tough" 
code  of  advertising  practice  for 
the  protection  of  the  public, 
which  was  rigidly  observed. 
The  Association  stood  "four 
square"  behind  the  Government 
on  "any  reasonable  legislation" 
for  the  protection  of  the  pub- 
lic. The  commonsense  approach 
was  to  provide  overall  legisla- 
tive control  to  enable  the  Min- 
ister to  take  action  against  mis- 
leading, false  or  dangerous 
items  but  detailed  control  was 
better  kept  voluntary. 

Earlier,  Mr  J.  P.  Wells,  sec- 
retary, Proprietary  Association 
of  Great  Britain,  had  stressed 
the  importance  of  home  medi- 
cation which  was  now,  he  said, 
fully  accepted  by  the  British 
Government.  A  recent  survey 
in  Britain  had  shown  that  99 
per  cent  of  the  doctors  inter- 
viewed believed  their  patients 
should  treat  themselves  at  home 
for  minor  ailments. 

The  acceptance  of  that  fact 
by  the  medical  profession  rep- 
resented a  change  in  medical 
thinking  that  had  come  about, 
in  part,  through  the  greater 
acceptance  by  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers  of  their  respon- 
sibilities.

Order  1968.  which  prescribes  the  goods  for 
whose  manufacture  surcharge-free  sugar 
is  obtainable,  has  been  amended  by  the 
addition  of  citric  acid  and  citrates;  vita- 
min Bj2;  and  enzyme  solutions  to  the 
schedule. 

□  The  Society  of  Cosmetic  Chemists  is 
organising  a  one-week  residential  course 
for  graduates,  from  April  6-11  at  the  Pal- 
ace Court  Hotel,  Bournemouth.

□  Any  action  to  restrict  the  use  of  DDT 
in  the  United  Kingdom  will  await  publi- 
cation, understood  to  be  taking  place  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  year,  of  the  report  on 
a  three-year  investigation  on  persistent 
pesticides  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Pesticides.  It  was  reported  in  the  national 
Press  on  November  4  that  Canada  is  to 
restrict  the  use  of  DDT  from  January  1, 
1970. 

□  The  Chemists'  Sickness  and  Provident 
Society  management  committee  has  given 
authority  for  the  institution  of  a  plan  to 
supplement  the  Society's  sickness  pay- 
ments by  offering  a  group  scheme  of  sick- 
ness and  accident  insurance  available  only 
to  members  of  the  Society.  For  some  time 
it  has  been  felt  that  the  maximum  sick- 
ness benefit  available  to  pharmacists  was 
insufficient  to  compensate  for  the  addi- 
tional expense  of  employing  locums. 

The  new  scheme  is  designed  to  pro- 
vide members  with  a  means  of  increasing 
sickness  benefit  by  up  to  £30  weekly  for 
a  period  of  six  months.

Profitable  professionalism 

I  have  no  doubt  that  some  of  those  present  at  the  regional  conference  at 
Watford  found  themselves  reflecting  on  what  a  man  is  profited  if  he  gains 
the  whole  world  and  loses  his  own  soul.  Indeed,  a  student  member  of  the 
audience  —  a  pharmacist  of  the  future  —  said  that  it  could  do  the  profes- 
sion and  the  public  nothing  but  godd  if  pharmacy  were  detached  from  the 
profit  motive  altogether. 

Then  there  was  Mr  J.  Wright  (secretary.  National  Pharmaceutical  Union) 
who  said  that  talk  of  professionalism  was  a  disservice  to  the  profession.  The 
two  seem  unlikely  to  meet  on  a  common  platform,  but  it  has  to  be  remem- 
bered that  Mr  Wright  speaks  from  an  entrenched  position,  while  the  young 
student  is  anxious  to  secure  conditions  under  which  he  will  make  the  best 
possible  use  of  his  hard-acquired  knowledge.  He  may  yet  find  himself  com- 
pelled by  circumstances  to  compromise  between  his  soul  and  the  world,  but 
he  will  not  be  alone  in  the  future  in  his  desire  to  avoid,  so  far  as  is  possible, 
entanglement  with  those  matters  that  can  scarcely  be  classified  as  pharma- 
ceutical. 

It  is  true,  as  Mr  J.  T.  M.  Ross  said,  that  general-practice  pharmacy  is  a 
profession,  but  there  will  always  be  varying  opinions  as  to  how  general  that 
practice  should  be.  Many  bright,  clean,  well  lit  shops  situated  in  busy 
thoroughfares  do  not  suggest  pharmacy  at  all,  but  again  there  are  varying 
opinions  in  the  matter  of  what  constitutes  pharmacy. 

But  what  of  the  position  of  the  pharmacist  himself?  He  has  responsibilities 
which  he  cannot  put  on  the  shoulders  of  others,  no  matter  how  well  trained, 
and  there  is  a  danger  that  a  systematic  course  of  training  for  assistants  may 
result  in  a  relaxation  of  that  vigilance  which  is  demanded  by  both  law  and 
conscience,  and  to  an  assumption  of  responsibility  which  must  be  that  of  the 
pharmacist  alone. 

Trained  assistants 

I  have  never  been  quite  happy  with  the  idea  of  an  assistants'  examination 
following  a  period  of  training.  It  is  only  a  few  years  since  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  have  only  one  register  for  pharmacists  and  that  it  was  no  longer 
necessary  to  have  two  standards  of  qualification.  Has  the  upgrading  left  a 
vacuum  in  that  short  space  of  time? 

Mr  Ross  said  that  he  wondered  sometimes  if  taxpayers  got  their  moneys- 
worth  and  if  it  was  worth  the  cost  of  a  pharmacist's  education  that  he  should 
count  out  tablets.  There  appears  to  be  a  growing  feeling  that  there  is  some- 
thing almost  infra  dig.  in  carrying  out  dispensing  operations,  but  I  am  quite 
sure  that  there  is  not,  and  that  the  constant  reference  to  the  counting  of  tab- 
lets is  not  the  way  to  inculcate  a  proper  sense  of  responsibility.  On  all  occa- 
sions it  is  the  knowledge  behind  the  counting  that  justifies  the  claim  that  the 
pharmacist  is  the  public  safeguard. 

There  may  not  be  the  same  outlet  for  the  technical  skills  of  other  days, 
but  the  responsibility  has  increased  tenfold.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an 
assistant  may  be  trained  to  assist  in  a  variety  of  ways  in  the  dispensing 
department,  but  I  have  always  felt  that  a  certificate  of  qualification  in  that 
field  constitutes  a  danger.  We  should  not  be  ashamed  of  our  heritage. 

One-way  traffic 

A  letter  received  recently  from  a  manufacturing  firm  states  that  they  have 
pleasure  in  announcing  that  a  product  is  now  available  in  capsule  form  as 
well  as  in  the  original  tablet.  Strangely,  the  pleasure  afforded  them  has  not 
as  yet  been  aroused  in  the  recipient  of  the  letter,  but  any  day  now  the  warm 
glow  may  be  felt.  So  far,  I  have  watched  for  it  daily  with  disappointing 
results. 
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Fisons  aim  to  expand 
pharmaceuticals 

The  pharmaceutical  section  is  fast  becom- 
ing the  most  important  development  sector 
in  the  Fisons  group,  said  the  chairman 
of  Fisons  Ltd,  Lord  Netherthorpe,  when 
he  officially  opened  the  first  phase  of 
Fisons  Pharmaceuticals  new  research  and 
development  laboratories  at  Lough- 
borough, Leics,  on  October  30. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  Fisons  Pharma- 
ceuticals, which  grew  out  of  the  merger 
of  Fisons  various  interests  in  "ethical" 
drugs,  proprietary  medicines  and  toile- 
tries in  1964,  is  now  the  nucleus  of  the 
group's  future  expansion  in  this  field. 
Between  its  base  at  Loughborough,  and 
its  manufacturing  at  Holmes  Chapel. 
Ches.  it  employs  some  1.300  people. 

Covering  an  area  of  60,000  sq  ft  the 
new  laboratories  bring  together  the  full 
range  of  disciplines  required  for  original 
pharmaceutical  research  and  employ  more 
than  300  research  staff.  Construction  work 
has  begun  on  the  second  phase,  which 
will  double  the  size  by  early  1971,  and 
plans  are  already  under  study  for  further 
expansion. 

BAT  cosmetic  units  to 
rationalise  production 

There  is  no  intention  of  merging 
Lentheric  with  Yardley  in  Britain  nor  of 
changing  the  trading  policy  of  Germaine 
Monteil,  according  to  an  announcement 
by  Mr  R.  P.  Dobson,  vice-chairman, 
British  American  Tobacco  Co  Ltd.  Mr 
Dobson  mentioned  this  on  November  3 
when  giving  a  series  of  organisational 
changes  that  were  being  made  in  the 
cosmetics  companies  which  BAT  own 
around  the  world. 

The  moves,  he  said,  were  planned  to 
meet  local  circumstances  and  were  not 
evidence  of  a  doctrinaire  policy. 

In  Ireland  a  new  Yardley  manufacturing 
unit  had  been  authorised  and  this  would 
make  them  independent  by  next  autumn  of 
the  contract  manufacturer  who  has 
served  Yardley  for  12  years.  In  Australia 
production  of  Lentheric,  Morny  and 
Yardley  had  been  brought  together  in  one 
unit  at  Bankstown,  Sydney. 

In  Germany,  Lentheric  and  Yardley 
have  merged  with  headquarters  in  Frank- 
furt. The  Lentheric  factory  in  Mainz  will 
be  closed  and  transferred  to  Paris.  Len- 
theric and  Yardley  are  also  to  merge  all 
their  activities  in  the  US  with  completion 
by  lanuary  1,  1970.  The  executive  offices 
will  be  at  Yardley,  620  Fifth  Avenue, 
New  York  City.

Go-ahead  for  sale 
of  Riker 

The  board  of  the  3M  Co  approved  the 
purchase  of  the  ethical  drug  group  of 
Dart  Industries  on  November  4;  Dart"s 
board  approved  the  sale  on  October  28. 
The  closing  of  the  transaction,  is  expected 
to  take  place  either  late  this  year  or  early 
in  1970. 

As  announced  when  the  bid  was  made 
(C&D  July  19,  p  49)  the  acquisition  in- 
cludes Dart's  Riker  Laboratories  division 
in  the  US  and  Riker's  worldwide  "ethical" 
drug  operation.  Riker's  international 
operations  will  continue  to  report  to  Riker 
Laboratories  in  Northridge.  California. 
In  the  UK,  Riker's  head  office  and  three 
factories  are  at  Loughborough  :  there  are 
750  employees. 

The  3M  Co  has  a  medical  products 
division  which  manufactures  surgical 
tapes,  drapes  and  masks. 

Ashe  deal  in  Germany 

Ashe  Chemical  Ltd,  through  its  subsidary 
company.  Ashe  Laboratories  Ltd.  has 
agreed  to  purchase  the  goodwill,  trade 
marks  and  plant  of  two  German  com- 
panies: Gedora  Fabrik  Chemisch  Pharm. 
Preparate  Georg  Hofele.  and  Gracona 
Grossman  &  Co.  Nachf.  operating  from 
Bonn-Bad  Godesberg  in  Western  Ger- 
many. The  two  businesses  are  manufac- 
turers and  distributors  of  pharmaceutical 
products. 

The  cash  consideration  payable  is  ap- 
proximately £67,500  payable  in  four  in- 
stalments between  January  1,  1970,  and 
July  1,  1971. 

U.S.  stake  in  Albright 

A  holding  of  slightly  more  than  10  per 
cent  in  the  equity  capital  of  Albright  & 
Wilson  Ltd  has  been  acquired  by  Ten- 
neco  Inc,  Houston,  Texas.  Albright's  board 
have  been  informed  by  the  American 
company  that  "in  the  existing  circum- 
stances it  has  no  intention  of  materially 
increasing  this  holding  and  no  plans  for 
a  bid." 

Tenneco  already  have  an  interest  in 
UK  chemicals  through  its  subsidiary 
Butler  Chemicals  Ltd,  Bristol,  acquired 
two  years  ago. 


BDH  Chemicals  Ltd  are  transferring  their 
purchasing  department  to  their  head  office 
at  Broom  Road,  Parkstone,  Dorset  (tele- 
phone: Parkstone  5520)  on  November  17. 

Norman's  Pharmacies  Ltd,  Crosby  Road, 
Seaforth,  near  Liverpool,  have  moved  to 
nearby  premises  in  Rimrose  Road,  Bootle, 
because  of  a  local  redevelopment  scheme. 

Novo  Industri  A/S,  Copenhagen,  whose 
latest  sales  figures  approach  £30  million 
a  year,  have  formed  their  first  US  subsi- 
diary,  Novo  Enzyme  Corporation.

Legal  report 

Prescription  for 
tablets  forged 

A  31 -year-old  man  with  22  previous  con- 
victions appeared  on  remand  before 
Tottenham  magistrates'  court  on  Octo- 
ber 2  and  was  fined  £25  with  an  alter- 
native of  60  days'  imprisonment.  At  an 
earlier  hearing,  Donald  Campbell,  ua- 
employed,  of  Popham  Street,  Islington, 
admitted  attempting  to  obtain  50 
Drinamyl  tablets  with  a  forged  prescrip- 
tion. 

The  court  had  been  told  that  Campbell 
went  to  Boots  Ltd,  34  The  Green,  Edmon- 
ton, London  N9,  on  September  12,  and 
offered  the  prescription. 

'Bristol'  action 
disposed  of 

An  action  brought  by  Bristol-Myers, 
Syracuse,  New  York,  Bristol  Laboratories, 
Slough  and  Bristol-Myers  Co  Ltd,  Stone- 
field  Way,  Victoria  Road,  South  Ruislip, 
against  Bristol  Pharmaceutical  Co  Ltd, 
Albemarle  St,  London  W,  and  Mr  Ellis 
Eser  Seillon,  a  managing  executive,  for 
passing  off  and  infringement  of  trade 
marks,  was  disposed  of  in  the  High  Court 
on  October  30. 

In  the  action  the  plaintiffs  alleged  in- 
fringement of  their  trade  names  Pristacin, 
Bristamin,  Bristensin  and  Bristacycline. 

Mr  Justice  Megarry,  was  told  that  the 
defendants  had  agreed  not  to  carry  on 
business  anywhere  in  the  world  in  pharma- 
ceutical or  chemical  goods  under  any 
business  name,  comprising  the  word 
Bristol,  or  any  similar  word. 

The  defendants  also  undertook  not  to 
use  any  trade  mark  or  description  or 
attempt  to  register  one  anywhere  com- 
prising the  prefix  "Bris";  that  they  would 
abandon  every  trade  mark  and  registra- 
tion comprising  that  prefix. 

The  defendant  company  would  change 
its  name. 

The  only  reference  to  the  old  name 
would  be  in  a  letter  to  former  customers 
indicating  the  change  of  name  of  the 
company  to  be  sent  within  six  months. 
The  defendants   agreed  to  the  terms* 
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NI  Council  changes  attitude 
on  pregnancy  testing 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  meeting  in 
Belfast  on  October  16,  decided  that  in  future  no  action  will  be  taken  on  reported 
breaches  of  the  Society's  Statement  on  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct  in  respect 
of  accepting  pregnancy  testing  specimens  from  sources  other  than  doctors. 

The  Council  are  understood  to  have  in-  . 

Society  s  examinations  would  not  con- 
tinue to  be  held  much  longer.  A  scholar- 
ship and  a  number  of  prizes  offered  on 
the  results  of  the  examinations  had  not 
been  awarded  recently  and  the  Commit- 
tee felt  prizes  should  instead  be  offered 
to  undergraduates  taking  the  B.Sc  (Phar- 
maceutics) degree  course.  Instead  of  the 
Scholarship  of  £25  awarded  on  the  re- 
sults of  the  Part  I  examination  the  Coun- 
cil should  offer  two  prizes  of  £10  10s.  each, 
one    for   pharmaceutical    chemistry  and 


formed  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social 
Services  and  the  Northern  Ireland  Divi- 
sion of  the  British  Medical  Association. 
The  decision  was  based  on  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Ethical  Committee  includ- 
ing a  proposal  that  the  relevant  para- 
graph be  deleted  from  the  Statement. 

The  Committee's  chairman,  Mr  J. 
Paul,  pointed  out  that  advertisements 
were  now  appearing  in  the  Press  offering 
a  pregnancy  testing  service  and  the  Com- 
mittee felt  that  this  work  could  better  be 
carried  out  by  pharmacists. 

The  Committee  also  drew  attention  to 
an  article  in  Weekly  News  dated  October 
11  about  a  so-called  new  drug  haloperidol, 
marketed  in  capsule  form  under  the  name 
Serenace  by  G.  D.  Searle  &  Co  Ltd.  No- 
where in  the  article  was  it  mentioned  that 
haloperidol  was  a  Schedule  4B  poison.  Its 
basic  N.H.S.  cost  had  been  quoted.  Mr. 
H.  W.  Gamble  said  he  had  been  asked 
for  the  capsules  by  a  lady  who  said  she 
read  about  them  in  an  advertisement  in 
the  Weekly  Neivs.  It  was  agreed  that 
Messrs  Searle  be  asked  if  they  were  aware 
the  article  was  being  published  and 
whether  they  had  supplied  the  writer  with 
information.

Agro-chemicals  lectures  in  Eire 


A  letter  from  Mr  D.  W.  P.  Boyd, 
director,  Postgraduate  Education  Com- 
mittee read  at  the  October  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland's  Coun- 
cil (see  also  last  week's  issue  p  399) 
stated  that  owing  to  the  urgency  of  the 
situation  publication  of  a  postal  course 
in  agro-chemicals  would  be  deferred  and 
a  number  of  lectures  and  discussions  held 
instead. 

It  was  hoped  to  arrange  lectures  by 
people  accustomed  to  advising  on  the 
use  of  insecticides,  herbicides,  vermini- 
cides,  etc,  in  or  about  November  in  about 
twelve  different  centres.  It  was  intended 
to  follow  up  the  lectures  at  a  later  date  by 
a  printed  course  giving  information  in 
greater  detail. 

At  the  outset  the  president  asked  all 
members  to  stand  in  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Mr  C.  Cremen  who  had  given 
almost  40  years'  uninterrupted  service  to 
the  Council.  His  death  represented  a  big 
loss  to  pharmacy,  he  added.  Other 
members  added  their  tributes  and  Mr  M. 
F.  Walsh  regretting  having  been  unable 
to  attend  Mr  Cremen's  funeral  as  he 
had  heard  of  his  death  too  late  asked  that 
in  future  Council  members  should  be 
officially  notified  of  the  deaths  of 
colleagues. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr  Walsh,  seconded 
by  Mr  Cashman,  it  was  decided  to  send  a 
telegram  of  congratulation  to  President 
de  Valera  on  his  87th  birthday.

Education  policy  '  firmest 
ground  for  progress5 

Choosing  pharmaceutical  education  and  its  future  as  a  topic  appropriate  both  to 
its  first  get-together  and  to  its  link  with  Brighton  School  of  Pharmacy,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  new  South-eastern  region  held  a  conference  at  the  college  on 
November  2. 


The  Society's  president  (Mr  Albert 
Howe'.ls)  opened  the  proceedings  before 
handing  over  to  the  chairman,  Mr  D.  B. 
Washington.  Mr  Howells  said  that  the  at- 
tendance of  around  100  proved  that 
"Council  policies  work."  Education  for 
professional  purposes  was  the  firmest 
ground  for  progress. 

First  speaker  was  a  student.  Mr  P. 
Sharott  (Brighton  co-ordinator  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Students'  Associa- 
tion), said  that  full  information  on  the 
course  of  studies  was  a  prerequisite  of 
constructive  criticism.  Discontent  was 
hound  to  arise  if  there  was  lack  of  com- 
munication between  students  and  staff. 

Course  content  and  general  practice 

The  BPSA's  vacation  course  had  been 
on  the  subject  of  education.  A  comment 
made  at  it  had  been  that  there  was  Little 
correlation  between  the  present  acade- 
mic course  and  the  conditions  of  general 
practice,  into  which  80  per  cent  of  gradu- 
ates went. 

Was  that  the  fault  of  the  course?  Basic- 
ally, not  the  course,  but  the  conditions 
in  pharmacy  were  at  fault,  and  changes  in 
those  conditions  must  be  worked  for. 

Many  students  believed  that  pharma- 
cists would  become  the  advisers  on  drugs 
to  doctors.  To  do  that  they  must  have  a 
wide  training  in  pharmacology,  especially 
as  related  to  the  human  body. 

There  must  also  be  instruction  in  medi- 
cal terminology,  and  a  good  deal  more  on 
incompatibilities,  both  pharmacological 
and  physical. 

Most  students  thought  the  pharmacog- 
nosy course  out  of  date,  since  so  many 
drugs  were  now  synthetic.  There  should 
be  less  focus  on  natural  drugs,  more  on 
general  principles. 

Pharmaceutics  should  take  in  quality 
control  and  particle-size  analysis.

Management  studies  were  a  necessary 
and  important  part  of  training  but  it  was 
essential  the  instructor  should  be  a  phar- 
macist. 

Some  schools  still  demanded  knowledge 
of  doses,  which  in  his  view  should  be 
acquired  from  experience.  A  comprehen- 
sive forensic  course  should  form  a  major 
part  of  third-year  syllabus. 

Second  speaker  was  the  head  of  the 
department  at  Brighton :  Dr  E.  A.  Raw- 
lins. After  a  brief  survey  of  the  history 
of  pharmaceutical  education  since  1841, 
Dr  Rawlins  said  that  by  1967  all  sixteen 
colleges  and  universities  running  phar- 
macy courses  were  offering  degree  courses. 
Diploma   courses   would  finish   in  1970. 

How  far  was  that  compatible  with  the 
Society's  original  objective  of  "a  uniform 
system  of  education"?  It  was  often  sup- 
posed that  the  head  of  a  school  of  phar- 
macy at  a  college  or  university  was  free 
to  devise  any  sort  of  syllabus  he  might 
regard  as  appropriate.  That  was  far  from 
being  the  case.  A  body  of  information  had 
become  accepted  by  all  schools  as  essen- 
tial for  the  education  of  a  pharmacist,  and 
it  covered  the  major  part  of  the  course. 

The  Society  retains  its  right  to  approve 
or  to  refuse  to  approve  any  course,  and 
exercises  that  function. 

Too  conservative 

"On  the  whole  the  system  is,  if  any- 
thing, too  conservative  rather  than  too 
adventurous." 

Advances  in  scientific  knowledge  had 
resulted  in  a  greater  understanding  of  the 
relationship  between  the  fundamental  par- 
ticles of  matter  and  in  the  establishment 
of  general  principles  by  which  their  inter- 
action can  be  interpreted.  Chemistry  syl- 
labuses had  had  to  be  modified  accord- 
ingly. 

The  development  of  nuclear  physics  had 
revolutionised  the  basis  of  both  physics 
and  chemistry,  causing  them  to  fuse  ef- 
fectively, so  that  their  teaching  could  be 
rationalised.  The  development  of  sophis- 
ticated electronic  instruments  had  revolu- 
tionised analytical  procedures  and  quality 
control. 

Spectacular  advances  had  increased 
understanding  of  physiological  and  phar- 
macological activity.  The  rise  of  chemo- 
therapy had  meant  a  rapid  and  consider- 
able decline  in  the  use  of  crude  vege- 
table drugs  and  their  pharmacognosy  had 
therefore  lost  much  of  its  previous  im- 
portance and  syllabus  revisions  had  been 
made  in  most  schools.  Excision  of  cul- 
tural and  histological  data  and  consider- 
able restriction  in  number  of  drugs 
studied  had  been  balanced  in  some  schools 
by  an  increased  emphasis  on  phytoche- 
mistry. 

In  pharmaceutics  many  of  the  old  ex-

temporaneous  processes  had  ceased  to  be 
important.  The  new  synlheiic  drugs  often 
required  careful  formulation  for  maxi- 
mum effect  and  stability.  Those  studies 
must  be  bound  up  with  studies  of  pharma- 
cological activity.  The  combination  was 
sometimes  called  biopharmacy  or  bio- 
pharmaceutics. 

Mr  C.  W.  Maplethorpe.  reviewing  edu- 
cation in  1966.  stated  that  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  "had  always 
believed  that  specialisation  should  occur 
after  registration." 

Dr  Rawlins  agreed  with  that  attitude, 
but  said  that  unfortunately  it  is  not  pro- 
perly realisable  at  the  moment  for  local- 
authority  grants  to  students  were  normally 
given  for  three  years  only,  and  financial 
support  for  post-graduate  courses,  given 
through  the  Science  Research  Council, 
was  inadequate  to  provide  for  more  than 
a  fraction  of  those  who  wish  to  specialise. 
Specialisation  must  therefore  be  provided 
within  the  three-year  degree  course. 

Honours  degrees  were  therefore  likely 
to  continue,  the  bulk  of  the  third  year 
being  taken  up  with  a  study  in  depth  of 
one  subject  such  as  chemistry,  pharma- 
ceutics, pharmacology  or,  in  some  schools, 
pharmacognosy  or  pharmaceutical  en- 
gineering science. 

For  many  students  so  high  a  degree  of 
specialisation  was  neither  necessary  nor 
desirable  and  a  general  degree  that  gave 
a  broadly-based  education  with  the  maxi- 
mum of  useful  information  was  prefer- 
able. But  the  attempt  to  run  courses  for 
both  special  and  general  degrees  presented 
difficulty — for  example  how  to  select  the 
students  for  the  two  courses.  He  preferred 
to  make  the  selection  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year. 

At  Brighton  they  tried  to  lay  the  che- 
mical foundation  of  the  course  as  com- 
pletely as  possible  in  the  first  year,  vary- 
ing the  chemistry  programme  to  include 
inorganic,  organic,  analytical  and  physi- 
cal chemistry.  Physiology  must  also  be 
taught  in  the  first  year  as  a  preparation 
for  pharmacology,  and  the  dispensing 
course  must  be  started  early  so  as  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  second  year, 
at  least  by  the  honours  students. 

Microbiology  made  a  useful  first  year 
study,  and  they  also  gave  an  introduction 
to  statistics.  Communication  studies  were 
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given  as  part  of  the  general  studies  pro- 
gramme and  either  mathematics  or  biology 
was  taken  by  those  who  have  not  passed 
one  or  the  other  at  "A"  level. 

Correspondents  writing  in  the  Press 
were  inclined  to  talk  of  the  relevance  of 
courses  to  the  present  situation,  but  since 
the  new  course  in  any  pharmacy  school 
would  run  for  five  years,  and  planning 
must  start  about  two  years  before  it  was 
brought  into  operation,  compilers  had  to 
try  to  envisage  what  pharmacy  was  going 
to  be  like  in  seven  years'  time.  The  course 
must  also  make  a  suitable  ground  for  its 
successor,  demanding  the  almost  impos- 
sible task  of  looking  some  twelve  years 
ahead.  The  course  must  also  make  a 
suitable  basis  for  the  life's  work  of  each 
student. 

Attempts  to  give  the  pharmacist  a  better 
understanding  of  the  action  and  uses  of 
drugs  must  be  associated  with  methods 
of  formulating  the  drugs  and  modifications 
in  their  pharmacological  activity.  Such 
treatment  within  the  framework  of  an 
undergraduate  course  was  somewhat 
limited,  but  it  served  to  co-ordinate  much 
of  the  student's  knowledge  and  gave  him 
a  useful  introduction  to  a  field  in  which 
he  might  expect  to  be  intimately  involved. 

Room  for  new  material  must  be  made 
by  excising  or  compressing  some  of  the 
old.  It  seemed  probable  that  the  phar- 
macist's role  as  a  dispenser  would  dimin- 
ish, since  most  of  the  routine  work  could 
be  done  by  trained  technicians.  That  pro- 
cess would  be  gradual  and,  in  the  mean- 
time, the  Pharmaceutical  Society  must  still 
be  satisfied  that  the  dispensing  courses 
were  adequate.  The  dispensing  content 
could  be  little  reduced  for  it  was  already 
much  shorter  than  when  dispensing  was 
an  elegant  art.  The  situation  might  be  very 
different  at  the  next  assessment. 

Chemical  basis  for  other  studies 

The  amount  of  chemistry  taught  must 
provide  the  student  with  a  good  under- 
standing of  the  nature  and  reactions  of 
materials  handled  and  must  make  a  firm 
basis  for  his  pharmaceutical  and  pharma- 
cological studies.  If  pharmaceutical  che- 
mistry was  offered  as  a  speciality  in  the 
honours  course,  then  the  amount  of  che- 
mistry must  be  sufficient  to  make  that 
feasible.  The  present  pharmaceutical  che- 
mistry syllabus  and  phytochemistry  might 
perhaps  be  condensed. 

Post-graduate  courses  might  be  offered 
as  formal  teaching  courses  followed  by 
examination,  or  by  way  of  research  pro- 
jects and  the  submission  of  a  thesis. 

Cessation  of  many  dip'oma  courses  had 
led  to  a  feeling  that  post-graduate  awards 
should  be  by  way  of  one-year  courses 
leading  to  a  Master's  degree. 

The  funds  available  were  too  small  to 
provide  for  more  than  a  handful  of  the 
courses  colleges  would  like  to  submit,  and 
the  success  of  such  courses  thus  often 
depended  on  the  willingness  of  employers 
to  sponsor  the  attendance  of  their  em- 
ployees. An  alternative  was  to  offer  a 
part-time  course,  usually  extending  over 
two  years,  but  that  could  usually  be  done 
only  in  the  larger  urban  centres. 

Post-graduate  research  had  risen  spec- 
tacularly since  the  last  war,  and  efforts 


had  been  made  to  expand  the  undertak- 
ing of  research  products  within  industry, 
using  a  supervisory  system  involving  per- 
sonnel from  the  industrial  concern  and 
from  a  college  or  university. 

The  pharmaceutical  industry,  however, 
seemed  to  prefer  its  higher  graduates  to 
be  "ready-made,"  and  graduates  seemed 
less  willing  than  formerly  to  stay  on  for 
extra  years  to  gain  a  higher  degree.  So 
research  places  were  vacant  for  which,  a 
few  years  ago,  there  Would  have  been 
competition. 

On  "practical  experience,"  while  an 
articled  apprenticeship  of  several  years' 
duration  was  the  most  convenient  method, 
it  could  only  have  any  value  if  scrupu- 
lously honoured  by  both  parties.  That  it 
should  immediately  follow  the  secondary 
school  course  was  logical,  but  in  fact, 
there  was  no  choice.  To  demand  it  would 
cause  entrants  to  pharmacy  to  dwindle  to 
impossibly  small  proportions. 

To  substitute  post-graduate  "experience" 
for  "training"  seemed  an  attitude  of  des- 
pair. "I  do  not  believe  that  without  an 
adequate  programme  of  further  training 
a  student  fresh  from  college  can  gain 
experience  that  will  make  him  fit  to  be  on 
the  Register." 

One  suggested  solution  was  for  the 
general  degree  courses  tc  be  operated  as 
sandwich  courses,  with  the  year's  practical 
training  placed  between  the  second  and 
third  years.  The  problem  of  supervision 
remained,  and  it  would  not  be  practicable 
or  proper,  in  Dr  Rawlins'  view,  simply 
to  transfer  the  responsibility  for  it  to  the 
schools  of  pharmacy.  The  answer  lay 
clearly  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  its  members. 

Mr  Howells  wanted  to  know  how  the 
speakers  would  overcome  the  financial 
problem  if  they  became  advisers  on  drugs 
to  doctors. 

In  his  view  the  aims  of  education  could 
be  summarised  in  the  questions,  How  to 
think?  Where  to  go  for  information?  He 
had  doubts,  too,  about  the  current  stress 
on  specialisation.  Maintaining  the  register 
demanded  800  entrants  a  year,  70-80  per 
cent  of  them  for  general  practice.  More 
encouragement  should  be  given  to  students 
to  regard  general  practice  as  a  career. 
It  was  a  good  career. 

Mr  G.  D.  Gutteridge,  Dover,  stressed 
the  importance  of  pharmacology  in 
pharmacists'  training.  Both  speakers 
agreed,  and  Mr  Sharott  said  pharmacists 
should  get  to  know  their  local  doctors. 
He  added  "If  they  all  did  that,  it  would 
not  be  long  before  the  doctors  were  won 
over." 

Mr  J.  W.  B.  Fish,  Dover,  said  that 
already  in  hospitals  the  doctors  were  con- 
sulting pharmacists  over  drug  action.  Un- 
fortunately pharmacology  was  too  often 
being  taught  to  pharmacy  students  by 
doctors,  whose  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
from  their  own  training,  was  inadequate. 
The  schools  should  think  of  getting 
pharmacists  to  teach  the  subject. 

Mr  E.  A.  lensen,  Brighton,  himself  a 
lecturer  in  business  studies  at  the  College, 
argued  the  case  for  introducing  the  subject 
earlier  than  in  the  third  year  of  the 
course,  but  Dr  Rawlins  doubted  whether 
that  was  possible.

Cosmetics  or 

hospital 

pharmacy? 

"It  is  highly  distressing  that  a  career  in 
the  sale  of  cosmetics  should  be  more  at- 
tractive to  a  qualified  pharmacist  than  a 
career  in  the  essential  hospital  service," 
said  Mr  Frank  Iudd  MP,  when  com- 
plaining that  the  shortage  of  pharmacists 
was  adversely  affecting  the  efficiency  of 
the  hospital  service. 

Dr  Dunwoody  agreed,  and  referred  to 
the  working  party,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Sir  Noel  Hall,  that  was  expected 
to  report  "early  next  year." 

Drugs  Bill 

During  the  debate  on  the  Queen's 
speech,  Mr  James  Callaghan,  Home 
Secretary,  stated  "The  Drugs  Bill  which 
I  shall  be  bringing  forward  will  replace 
the  present  rigid  and  ramshackle  collec- 
tion of  Drugs  Acts  by  a  single  compre- 
hensive measure."  His  intention  was  to  ask 
that  the  Government  should  be  given 
power  to  license  the  production  and  dis- 
tribution of  drugs  which  could  be  mis- 
used, as  well  as  control  the  import  and 
export  of  such  drugs.  "I  am  consulting  a 
wide  range  of  professional  and  other  or- 
ganisations to  get  absolutely  right  our 
control  over  the  prescription  of  drugs," 
he  said. 

Safety  of  Vapona  strips 

The  question  of  the  safety  of  Vapona 
insecticidal  strips,  manufactured  by  Shell- 
star  Ltd  and  distributed  by  Smith  & 
Nephew  Ltd.  is  being  referred  again  to  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Pesticides.  Dr 
John  Dunwoody  (Parliamentary  Secretary, 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security) 
in  a  Commons  answer  to  Mr  Woodrow 
Wyatt,  said  that  steps  would  be  taken  to 
try  to  obtain  the  unpublished  evidence 
that  Vapona  was  dangerous  to  health,  on 
which  Mr  Wyatt  based  a  request  for  an 
investigation. 

Antibiotics  in  animal  husbandry 

Mrs  Joyce  Butler  asked  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  if  he 
would  now  introduce  regulations  to  con- 
trol the  use  of  antibiotics  in  intensive  rear- 
ing of  poultry  and  farm  animals. 

Mr  Cledwyn  Hughes  replied:  "The 
use  of  antibiotics  in  animal  husbandry 
and  veterinary  medicine  has  been  under 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Professor  Michael 
Swann  .  .  .  We  are  studying  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendations  and  the  Report 
will  be  published  as  soon  as  possible."

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Far  more  than  a  price  war 

The  risks  attaching  to  the  unrestricted  sale  of  medicines 
by  traders  with  no  training  in  pharmacy  or  medicine  is 
underlined  by  reports  from  Australia  that  chain  stores 
are  currently  engaged  in  a  price-cutting  "war"  in  the  sell- 
ing of  aspirin  products. 

According  to  a  report  in  the  September  issue  of  the 
Australasian  Journal  of  Pharmacy,  the  contest  in  price- 
cutting  began  late  in  July,  when  the  Woolworths  and  Flem- 
mings  chains  in  New  South  Wales  published  advertise- 
ments worded:  "First  Time  Ever!  Discount  Prices  on  Vin- 
cents and  Aspro!  "  The  campaign  is  said  to  have  been 
embarked  upon  as  retaliation  against  discount  marketing 
by  another  chain  in  Victoria. 

The  news  reaches  us  only  shortly  after  the  recommen- 
dation by  the  Royal  Australian  College  of  Physicians  that, 
in  view  of  the  danger  of  kidney  damage  from  analgesics, 
their  sale  should  be  restricted  to  pharmaceutical  chemists. 

So  far,  the  only  indication  that  the  Australian  govern- 
ment has  appreciated  the  gravity  of  the  situation  is  that 
the  Federal  Minister  for  Health,  Dr  Forbes,  announced 
recently,  following  a  recommendation  from  the  National 
Health  and  Medical  Research  Council,  that  legislation  is 
being  introduced  requiring  warning  labels  to  be  placed  on 
preparations  of  salicylates,  phenacetin  or  paracetamol. 

The  legislation  would  apply  in  the  Australian  capital 
territory  (ie  Canberra)  and  the  Northern  Territory.  The 
labels  would  be  worded  "Warning — this  medication  may 
be  dangerous  when  used  in  large  amounts  or  for  a  long 
period." 

Knowing  the  public's  well  recognised  capacity  for  ignor- 
ing such  cautionary  labelling,  we  are  bound  to  regard  the 
proposal  as  woefully  inadequate  to  meet  the  expressed 
desire  of  the  Royal  College. 

The  only  way  to  ensure  that  members  of  the  public 
who  purchase  aspirin  or,  indeed,  any  drug,  are  aware  of 
the  possible  dangers  is  to  restrict  sales  to  sellers  who  can 
and  will  back  up  any  printed  warning  with  a  verbal  cau- 
tion. Those  persons  are,  of  course,  members  of  the  profes- 
sion of  pharmacy,  who  deal  with  the  public. 

The  events  in  Australia,  however,  have  a  relevance 
nearer  home.  The  Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Court  is  to 
begin  hearing  in  March  1970  the  case  for  retaining  resale 
price  maintenance  on  medicines.  The  court  will  no  doubt 
be  interested  both  in  this  concrete  example  of  what  can

happen  in  the  absence  of  RPM  and,  if  the  Australian 
government  takes  no  stronger  action  than  is  at  present 
proposed,  in  the  consequences  of  inaction. 

It  will  also,  no  doubt,  be  interested  to  learn,  provided  its 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact,  that  there  is  a  50  times 
greater  incidence  of  analgesic-induced  kidney  disease  in 
Australia,  where  advertising  to  the  public  of  analgesic 
tablets  is  on  a  heavier  scale  than  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  United  Kingdom  Ministers  of  Health  should  also 
bear  those  facts  in  mind  when  drawing  up  the  list  of 
medicines  to  be  allowed  on  general  sale  in  this  country. 

A  necessary  mammoth 

The  European  Symposium  on  the  Consumption  of  Drugs 
currently  being  held  in  Oslo  has  a  mammoth  task  on  hand. 
The  symposium  was  convened  to  attempt  to  throw  light 
on  the  "still  insufficiently  explored  field  of  drug  consump- 
tion" (see  p  415). 

The  European  Regional  Office  of  the  WHO  points  out 
that  drug  consumption  in  Europe  is  causing  growing  con- 
cern for  both  medico-social  and  economic  reasons.  This  is 
not  only  because  of  the  excessive  use  of  certain  drugs  but 
there  is  also  the  question  of  the  constant  increase  in  their 
number  and  variety.  Some  drugs  are  costly  and  are  be- 
coming a  major  factor  in  the  public  health  expenditure. 
The  Office  also  points  out  that  "high  efficacy"  of  con- 
temporary medical  treatment  carries  with  it  certain  risks 
and  that  any  doctor  prescribing  treatment  must  weigh  the 
result  anticipated  against  the  possible  dangers.  However, 
as  the  Office  states,  an  accurate  assessment  of  drug  con- 
sumption requires  data  to  be  available  on  (1)  consump- 
tion, (2)  its  evolution  as  regards  quantities  and  costs,  (3) 
the  needs  drugs  are  required  to  meet,  (4)  the  diseases  for 
which  they  are  prescribed  and  (5)  their  favourable  and  un- 
favourable effects. 

The  collecting  of  such  data  is  a  complex  task,  for  in- 
vestigations must  be  carried  out  at  the  levels  where  drugs 
are  produced,  distributed  and  prescribed. 

The  complexity  is  increased  by  problems  of  definition 
of  a  "drug"  and  the  various  sub-categories  needed  to 
ensure  accurate  statistical  information. 

The  certainty  remains:  this  research  work  should  be 
initiated.  The  issues  with  which  it  is  concerned  become 
increasingly  pressing  with  every  step  forward  in  the  intro- 
duction and  marketing  of  new  therapeutic  agents.

relief? 

Although  the  gain  is  calculated  by  reference 
to  the  difference  between  cost  and  selling 
price,  any  part  of  the  gain  referring  to  the 
period  before  April  6,  1 965,  calculated  on 
a  day  to  day  basis  is  free  of  charge.  Alterna- 
tively, you  can  calculate  the  gain  on  the 
basis  of  the  difference  between  the  value 
at  April  5,  1965,  and  the  selling  price. 
When  that  is  done,  that  part  of  the  gain 
relating  to  the  domestically  occupied  part  is 
exempt.  This  may  perhaps  be  calculated  by 
apportioning  the  gain  in  relation  to  area,  or 
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P.  A.  Baker  discusses  applications  of  the  Wiswesser  line  notation. 


The  Wiswesser  line  notation  for  any 
chemical  compound  represents  that  com- 
pound completely  and,  what  is  more 
important,  uniquely.  In  this  respect  it 
resembles  a  superior  type  of  chemical 
name  and  can  be  used  as  such,  in  that  it 
can  be  incorporated  in  an  alphabetical 
list  for  registration  purposes. 

But.  since  the  notation  generally  comes 
closer  to  a  definition  of  the  arrangement 
of  the  atoms  in  a  molecule  than  any 
nomenclature  system  achieves,  it  can  be 
manipulated  to  allow  searching  for  parts 
of  chemical  structures  as  well  as  for  the 
whole  compound. 

Most  practical  applications  involve  the 
use  of  a  computer  at  some  stage,  but  this 
is  often  merely  to  produce  printed  lists 
for  manual  use  so  that  the  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  computer  service  bureau  could 
be  employed  by  any  organisation  lacking 
its  own  electronic  gadgetry.  Furthermore, 
some  of  the  programmes  necessary  are 
commercially  available  as  "software 
packages"  so  that  services  can  quickly  be 
established. 

A  simple  list  of  notations  in  alphabeti- 
cal/numerical order  will,  because  of  the 
uniqueness  of  each  notation,  serve  for 
identification    of   single   compounds  for 


registiy  purposes.  Such  a  list  also  gives 
some:  small  degree  of  classification  of 
types  of  compound,  particularly  with  re- 
gard to  ring  systems,  but  can  only  guaran- 
tee to  give  a  selection  of  the  compounds 
in  any  such  class. 

For  example,  if  a  search  for  all  com- 
pounds containing  a  pyridine  ring  were 
required,  only  those  notations  which 
started  with  T6NJ  could  be  found.  In 
any  compound  where  the  pyridine  ring 
was  a  substituent  on  a  "senior"  ring  sys- 
tem, the  T6NJ  portion  of  the  notation 
would  occur  at  a  later  and  unforeseeable 
position.  Some  searches  could  not  be 
attempted  at  all  if  the  key  group  or 
atom  was  such  that  it  never  started  a 
notation.  This  applies  to  branched  atoms 
such  as  the  tertiary  nitrogen. 

A  much  more  powerful  tool  for  this 
type  of  search  is  the  permuted  list,  some- 
times known  as  the  rotated  list.  This  em- 
ploys a  technique  well  established  in  the 
multiple  indexing  of  text,  the  KWIC  or 
"key  word  in  context  index." 

The  principle  here  is  to  index  the  entry 
under  all  meaningful  terms,  and  then  list 
alphabetically  with  the  index  term 
marked,  usually  at  the  centre  of  the  page. 
By  this  means,  all  entries  containing  the 


same  index  term,  irrespective  of  its  posi- 
tion, will  be  brought  together. 

Nicotine,  for  example,  contains  a  pyrro- 
lidine ring: —

But  in  any  search  for  pyrrolidines  on 
a  simple  alphabetical  list  (searching  for 
T5MTJ  or  T5NTJ).  nicotine  would  not  be 
obtained  as  an  answer.  The  permuted 
list  would,  however,  use  the  pyrrolidine 
notation  as  one  of  its  indexing  points,  so 
that  all  compounds  containing  this  ring 
would  appear  together.

Permuted  indexes  improve  search  capa- 
bility tremendously,  and  are  particularly 
effective  when  searching  for  ring  systems. 
There  are  still  problems  with  some  groups, 
however,  when  notation  symbols  are 
separated.  Thus,  in  a  search  for  guanidines. 
the  group: —

Searches  for  this  type  of  group  can 
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still  be  successfully  carried  out,  but  more 
slowly  since  the  symbol  strings  on  each 
side  of  the  index  point  must  be  carefully 
examined. 

Permuted  indexes  can  be  produced  by 
computer  easily  and  rapidly.  Most  pro- 
grammes available  include  a  "stop  list" 
of  those  characters  which  are  not  re- 
quired as  index  points.  This  reduces  the 
number  of  entries  per  notation  and  gives 
a  more  meaningful  list. 

Searches  for  strings  of  symbols  can 
also  be  carried  out  entirely  on  the  com- 
puter. The  search  strategy  must  take  into 
account  the  possibility  of  "split  strings" 
as  exemplified  by  the  guanidines  search 
above.  On  large  files,  this  method  can 
give  rapid,  but  more  costly,  retrieval. 

Any  index  is  only  as  good  as  the  accur- 
acy of  its  input,  and  since  notations  are 
produced  by  encoders  who  are  generally 
considered  to  be  human  (in  spite  of  the 
claims  of  some  computer  personnel),  there 
is  some  margin  of  error.  Manual  checking 
of  all  coding  reduces  the  input  rate  by 
half,  so  programmes  have  been  written  to 
detect  some  of  the  errors  which  can  be 
made. 

Programmed  checking 

Checks  can  consist  of  a  computer  gene- 
ration of  a  molecular  formula  from  the 
notation  symbols,  followed  by  a  compari- 
son with  the  molecular  formula  which  was 
input,  by  checking  the  "syntax"  of  the 
notation,  by  checking  that  the  connectivity 
of  each  symbol  is  correct,  or  a  combina- 
tion of  all  of  these. 

A  highly  sophisticated  programme  has 
been  described  in  the  literature  which 
actually  generates  the  correct  notation  for 
any  ring  system,  including  bridged  rings 
and  "peri-fused"  systems.  There  remain 
some  errors,  however,  which  can  only  be 
detected  by  examination  of  the  encoding 
with  the  original  structural  formula. 

Most  computer  manipulation  produces 
lists  for  manual  operation,  but  in  a  fully 
computerised  system,  these  can  be  elimi- 
nated by  "on-line"  working  with  a  com- 
puter terminal.  In  this  way,  files  can  be 
up-dated  without  constantly  changing  lists. 
Some  work  has  also  been  done  with  visual 
display  units,  which  show  the  notation  on 
a  cathode  ray  tube  for  more  rapid  identi- 
fication of  a  "hit"  in  answer  to  a  question. 

Other  work  has  also  shown  that  it  is 
possible,  in  many  cases,  to  generate  a 
structural  formula  from  a  notation  input. 
This  has  obvious  advantages  when  a  list 
of  answers  is  presented  to  an  inauirer.  in 
that  he  can  examine  the  compounds  imme- 
diately instead  of  receiving  a  list  of 
numbers  which  must  be  looked  up  in 
another  list  to  obtain  their  chemical 
structures. 

Tn  addition  to  providing  a  useful  method 
for  indexing  compounds  made  within  any 
organisation,  the  Wiswesser  notation  now 
provides  a  key  to  the  world  literature. 
An  index  of  notations  of  all  compounds 
shown  in  Index  Chcmicus  is  available 
either  printed  or  on  magnetic  tape. 

To  sum  up.  interest  in  the  Wiswesser 
notation  is  still  growing,  and  much  work 
is  in  hand  for  the  manipulation  of  nota- 
tional  symbols,  to  wring  more  and  more 
information  from  the  simplest  meaningful 
input. 


TURNOVER  INCREASES 
FOLLOWFACELIFT' 


Thomsons  The  Chemists  of  Dairy  Road, 
Edinburgh,  have  completed  modernisation 
of  their  branch  at  26  Brougham  Place,  Toll- 
cross,  Edinburgh,  repeating  the  house  style 
used  when  they  converted  their  first  shop. 
They  now  have  a  third  branch  trading 
under  their  name  and  this  too  will  be 
renewed  in  the  house  style  in  due  course. 

Mr  Philip  Goldberg  took  over  the 
Dairy  Road  premises  in  1961.  converted 
the  80-year-old  pharmacy  and  gained  a  KM) 
per  cent  increase  in  turnover. 

The  pattern  at  Dairy  has  been  applied 
to  the  Brougham  Place  branch,  providing 
a  two-stage  transformation.  First  stage  was 
conversion  of  the  interior,  from  which 
there  was  an  immediate  increase  in  turn- 
over. The  exterior  has  now  been  completed 
and  further  gains  are  anticipated. 

Mr  Goldberg  emphasises  that  a  house 
style  should  gain  in  value  as  branches  are 
opened,  so  that  the  policy  here  is  to  seek 
cumulative  benefits  as  well  as  earlier 
gains  He  also  stresses  that  there  must  be 
a  pattern  of  house  service  as  well  as 
"style,"  and  this  is  achieved  at  Thomsons 
by  leaving  responsibility  with  the  branch 
manager.  Working  within  the  overall 
policy  which  has  been  laid  down,  he  can 
adjust  his  operations  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  area  serviced. 

Overall  policy  has  been  aimed  at 
creation  of  a  favourable  impression  on 
potential  customers  by  making  a  wider 
range  of  stock  more  readily  available  on 
open  access  presentation,  while  retaining 


the  degree  of  privacy  and  personal  service 
which  is  still  wanted  by  many  shoppers. 

At  Brougham  Place  this  is  done  by  pro- 
viding full  access  to  the  stock  walls.  The 
two  service  counters  were  scrapped  and 
the  customer  floor  made  four  times  as  big; 
dispensing  was  relocated  to  the  rear.  There 
are  no  islands  on  the  open  floor,  so  that 
customers  can  travel  uninterrupted 
through  the  shop. 

The  second-stage  external  conversion 
has  now  been  done.  Features  are  a  very 
bold  name  facia  on  white  Perspex.  illum- 
inated at  night,  with  the  house  style  sign 
— three  interlinked  carboys.  Glazing  is 
carried  down  to  the  ground;  display 
tables  are  carried  on  vertical  uprights 
and  are  so  planned  that  windows  can 
be  changed  daily.  Slatted  blinds  are 
used,  which  can  be  adjusted  to  give  the 
desired  degree  of  privacy.  This  point  is 
important  in  Thomsons'  reckoning.  They 
want  the  full  benefits  of  open  vision  pre- 
sentation but  accept  that  there  are  custo- 
mers who  are  not  so  minded.  They  have 
compromised,  consequently,  with  this 
adjustable  back-drop  to  the  window  dis- 
play. Although  display  articles  are  limited 
the  object  is  to  achieve  maximum  impact 
and  to  feature  continuously  changing  lines 
iather  than  to  leave  windows  until  they 
bore  passers-by. 

"Electric  light  is  the  cheapest  form  of 
advertising,"  says  Mr  Goldberg,  and 
maximum  attention  has  been  given  to 
good  lighting. 
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THE  PREPARATION  OF  DOPA 

A  note  by  Dr  M.  A.  Phillips  FRIC  MIChemE* 


Dopa**  (L-3,4-dihydroxyphenyl  alanine) 
has  become  of  interest  recently  because 
of  encouraging  results  in  the  treatment  of 
the  refractory  disease  paralysis  agitans 
(Parkinson's  disease),  although  the 
Medical  Research  Council  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Social  Science  have 
warned  against  over-optimism  until  more 
is  known  of  current  tests  (Refs:  1,2). 

Dopa  can  be  obtained  from  natural 
sources  or  it  can  be  made  synthetically. 
The  synthetic  methods  are  complex  and 
always  lead  to  racemic  (dl)  dopa  so  that 
this  has  to  be  resolved  to  obtain  L-dopa, 
and  there  remains  the  problem  of  dealing 
with  the  equal  quantity  of  D-dopa  which 
cannot  for  economic  reasons  be  rejected. 
In  fact  it  has  to  be  racemised  and  the 
racemate  returned  to  process  thus  com- 
plicating the  process  still  further,  and 
adding  considerably  to  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion of  the  L-dopa. 

The  Merck  Index  7th  edition  (Ref:  3) 
refers  to  a  number  of  synthetic  methods 
for  preparing  DL-dopa  (Refs:  4,5,6,7) 
which  all  depend  upon  protection  of  an 
ortho  di-hydroxy  group  by,  for  example, 
a  methyl  or  methylene  group  and  this 
necessitates  opening  of  the  oxygen  ring 
at  a  later  stage  by  hydrogen  bromide  or, 
less  effectively,  hydrogen  chloride.  Resolu- 
tion can  then  be  performed  by,  for  ex- 
ample, use  of  brucine  (Ref:  8)  but  the 
literature  is  not  informative  about 
methods  for  racemising  the  D-dopa  also 
formed,  which  is  difficult  without  protec- 
tion of  the  two  hydroxyl  groups. 

A  further  method  for  preparation  of 
DL-dopa  consists  of  nitration  of  L-tyrosine, 
reduction  of  the  nitrotyrosine  to  amino- 
tyrosine  and  conversion  of  this  to  dopa 
by  the  diazo-Sandmeyer  reaction.  This 
should  give  L-dopa  but  much  racemisa- 
tion  occurs  during  the  process  so  that 
resolution  is  still  necessary. 

L-tyrosine  as  a  starting  material  suffers 
from  the  disadvantage  of  expense  (Ref: 
9).  Hence  we  prefer  the  natural  sources  of 
dopa  leaving  it  to  nature  to  perform  the 
otherwise  tricky  operations  and  avoiding 
problems  of  resolution  and  re-racemisa- 
tion. 

The  American  velvet  bean  Stizolobium 
derringianum  contains  more  than  2  per 
cent  of  dopa,  broad  beans  (Vicia  faba) 
contain  somewhat  less  (Refs:  10,11,12,13). 
The  method  of  isolation  described  by  Sea- 
lock  (Ref:  10)  consists  of  extraction  of 
the  bean  flour  with  acidified  water,  pre- 
cipitations of  the- proteins  with  lead  ace- 
tate, isolation  of  the  lead  salt  of  dopa  in 
the  filtrate  from  the  lead  proteins  and 
decomposition  of  lead  dopa  to  give  L-dopa. 

During  these  operations  the  ortho- 
dihydroxy  group  is  protected  from  oxida-

tion  by  sulphur  dioxide  and /or  other 
oxidation  inhibitors.  About  24  g  L-dopa 
can  be  obtained  for  1  kg  of  bean  flour 
and  it  can  easily  be  purified  up  to  medi- 
cal standards  by  simple  crystallisation  and  / 
or  reprecipitation. 

Work  in  our  laboratory  confirms  the 
yield  stated  and  the  purity  of  the  product 
and  we  are  unable  to  confirm  an  opinion 
given  in  a  letter  from  the  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  on 
this  point  (quoted  in  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (Ref:  14)  that  purification  of 
dopa  is  difficult  and  that  manufacture  and 
purification  involve  expensive  plant. 

In  fact  the  plant  required  even  for  large 
scale  production  of  dopa  from  natural 
sources  is  standard  and  by  no  means 


FROM  APOTHECARY 
TO  PHARMACIST

Although  the  Arabs  are  considered  to  be 
the  first  to  have  separated  pharmacy  from 
medicine  and  to  have  established  public 
pharmacies  there  is  little  information  about 
Arabic  professional  pharmacy  in  Spain. 
That  is  stated  by  Professor  G.  Folch-Jou 
(1951),  and  his  late  father,  the  Spanish 
pharmaceutical  historian  and  Urdang 
medallist  Dr  R.  Folch-Andreu,  who  to- 
gether contributed  the  chapter  "The 
Development  in  Spain"  to  the  second 
edition  of  Kremers  and  Urdang's  History 
of  Pharmacy  (1951). 

Spanish-born  Arab  Abu-l-qasim  al- 
Zahrawi,  called  Albucaris  (Cordova  1013), 
included  in  his  book  a  chapter  on  the 
preparation  of  chemicals  that  was  des- 
cribed by  Sir  William  Osier  (1923)  as 
"primarily  a  manual  for  apothecaries,"  and 
Ibn  al-Baitar  (b.  Malaga  1197,  d. 
Damascus  1248)  wrote  Kitab  al  jami 
(Book  of  Simples),  which  dealt  with  food 
and  drugs,  while  the  Spanish  Jew  Abu 
Imram  Musa  ibn  Maimun,  called 
Maimonides,  wrote  on  both  medicine  and 
philosophy.  The  so-called  oath  of  Maimo- 
nides, has  been  proved  to  be  of  18th 
century  origin. 

In  'The  Development  in  Spain'  the 
authors  surmised  that  Arab  pharmacies  in 
Spain  were  established  and  regulated  as  in 
the  rest  of  the  Arab  world. 

In  the  museum  of  the  history  of 
pharmacy    at    Madrid    University  are 


considerable.  The  procedures  are  simple. 

Assuming  a  dosage  of  5  g  per  day  per 
patient  1000  kg  (1  metric  ton)  of  dopa  is 
sufficient  for  about  540  patients  for  a  year; 
2,000  patients  could  be  treated  with  about 
4  metric  tons  for  a  year.  This  would  in- 
volve gathering  broad  beans  from  about 
200  acres  at  the  rate  of  about  one  metric 
ton  per  acre. 

It  is  impossible  to  refrain  from  the 
speculation  that  Parkinsonism  sufferers 
might  benefit  from  eating  about  \-\  lb  per 
day  of  broad  beans. 
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several  Arab  pharmacies,  and  the  Well- 
come Historical  Medical  Museum, 
London,  houses  a  splendid  Hispano- 
Mauresque  example,  reconstructed  from 
the  furnishings  and  fittings  at  the  Pontes 
Pharmacy,  Granada,  purchased  by  Sir 
Henry  Wellcome  in  1928. 

The  original  Spanish  name  for  pharma- 
cist was  Boticario,  a  word  used  in  the 
oldest  document  known  in  Spain  and  dated 
1217.  In  the  document  was  a  condemna- 
tion of  the  Boticario  Real  (royal  apothe- 
cary) for  restricting  the  sale  of  wines  to 
himself  and  his  nominees. 

THE  BASQUE 
COUNTRY 

Parts  of  France  and  Spain  that  use  the 
Basque  language  use  also  their  own 
pharmaceutical  terms.  A  pharmacist  is  an 
apotiker  or  drammour  (from  dramm,  a 
potion,  remedy  or  drug)  and  a  pharmacy 
is  a  stal-apotiker. 

Pharmacy  as  a  subject  is  apotikerez  and 
a  druggist  is  a  drammour.  Professor  Folch- 
Jou  has  told  me  that  in  the  Basque 
language  the  word  sendakitegi  from 
Sendatu  has  been  used  for  the  pharmacy 
but  that  the  Spanish  word  Farmacia  is 
now  more  frequently  encountered.  Senda- 
kitegi is  derived  from  sendatu,  to  heal  and 
kitegi,  a  place.  Oskategi  (etymology  un- 
known) is  also  used  for  pharmacy. 

In  the  Catalan-speaking  areas  of  Spain 
several  other  titles  are  used:  farmacopola 
for  pharmacist,  apotecaria  for  apothe- 
cary's shop  etc.  Dr  Clyne,  to  whom  the 
author  is  indebted  for  the  information,  has 
never  heard  farmacopola  used  and  says 
the  popular  word  in  colloquial  Catalan 
would  be  Un  Farmaceutic.  In  a  French- 
Catalan  word  list,  however,  pharmacien  is 
equated  with  apotecari.

Two  tiers  in  retail 
pharmacy 

Will  you  permit  me  to  make  one  or  two 
comments  on  Mr  Thornton's  article:  "A 
Two-tier  System  for  Retail  Pharmacy"? 

Dealing  first  with  his  reference  to  the 
present  state  of  NHS  remuneration  posi- 
tively encouraging  the  dispensing  of  pre- 
scriptions by  unqualified  persons,  I  would 
not  dispute  his  figures,  and  I  am  sure 
his  deduction  is  correct.  But  has  he 
stopped  to  think  if  he  would  really  want 
the  situation  any  different,  and  of  the 
other  implications  of  his  suggestion  that 
all  dispensing  work  should  be  carried  out 
by,  and  not  just  under  the  direction  of, 
a  pharmacist? 

One  clear  lesson  to  be  learned  from 
the  present  rural  dispensing  controversy 
is  that  the  general  public  cares  not  a  hoot 
who  does  the  dispensing,  as  long  as  they 
feel  it  is  done  accurately  and  presented 
sympathetically . 

The  public  in  general  know  that  the 
great  bulk  of  dispensing  is  mechanical 
routine,  counting  unit  dose-forms,  pouring 
liquids,  etc.  They  see  nothing  particularly 
wonderful  in  it.  Neither,  for  that  matter, 
do  I.  I  know  all  about  the  dosage  check- 
ing, searching  for  incompatibilities,  etc, 
and  in  general  the  public  do  not. 

This  is  the  interesting  part  of  most  dis- 
pensing, and  the  only  part  of  the  dispens- 
ing function  as  applied  to  most  prescrip- 
tions that  calls  for  any  intellectual  effort, 
pharmaceutical  knowledge  and  expertise. 
It  is  a  function  still  performed  by  the 
pharmacist  in  the  supervising  procedure, 
if  that  is  done  properly. 

Realising  that  many  pharmacies  would 
not  fall  in  with  his  ideas,  Mr  Thornton 
goes  on  to  propose  his  two-tier  system, 
whereby  "ethical"  pharmacies  would  re- 
ceive a  higher  dispensing  fee  for  the  extra 
service  they  give  to  the  public.  There  is 
an  implicit  assumption  that  the  "ethical" 
pharmacies  are  pharmaceutically  (not 
status-wise  or  image-wise)  superior,  other- 
wise why  should  they  deserve  a  higher 
fee?  In  what  way  is  their  service  better 
than  that  of  a  well  run  ordinary 
pharmacy?  In  no  way. 

I  fear  that  Mr  Thornton  has  so  little 
regard  for  his  fellow  pharmacists'  ethical 
aspirations  that  the  increased  fee  is 
brought  in  as  a  carrot  inducement  to  en- 
courage the  establishment  of  "ethical" 
pharmacies.  The  counterpointing  stick 
would  presumably  be  provided  by  the 
sanctions  available  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  its  power  of  licence,  in  his 
scheme,  over  such  pharmacies. 

That  he  props  the  notion  of  an  in- 
creased fee  by  a  reference  to  the  subsidy 
allowable  to  certain  rural  contractors  is  a 
prime  example  of  the  specious  argument 
that  bedevils  so  much  pharmaceutical 
debate  today.  That  subsidy  is  payable 
because  the  pharmacy  in  question  is  giv- 


ing an  essential  service  to  the  community. 
It  is  as  different  from  Mr.  Thornton's 
concept  as  is  that  of  a  dentist  with  leather 
armchairs  and  a  fish  tank  in  his  waiting 
room  from  no  dental  service  at  all. 

Implicit  in  Mr  Thornton's  two-tier 
system,  as  I  have  said,  is  an  assumption 
of  superiority.  I  object  most  strongly  to 
the  obvious  corollary  that,  by  ninning  an 
ordinary  pharmacy,  I  am  in  some  way 
giving  the  public  only  a  second-best 
pharmaceutical  service.  I  would  defend 
my  own  unfashionable  point  of  view. 

I,  personally  would  far  rather  occupy 
time  taken  up  in  mechanical  repetitive 
work  in  more  interesting  and  rewarding 
pursuits  such  as  keeping  abreast  of 
current  developments,  giving  help  and 
advice  to  the  public  (what  the  status-con- 
scious would  call  offering  a  health  in- 
formation centre),  maintaining  professional 
contact  with  the  local  medical  practi- 
tioners, training  staff,  playing  as  full  a 
part  as  possible  in  the  life  of  the  local 
community  etc. 

Last  but  by  no  means  least  I  would 
mention  managing  the  retail  sector  of  the 
business  as  efficiently  as  possible.  I  have 
never  found  that  this  detracts  from  the 
pharmaceutical  service  I  give,  and  on 
the  inevitable  occasions  when  the  interests 
of  the  two  clash,  the  retail  side  is  never 
considered  first.  May  I  be  yet  more 
unfashionable  by  saying  that  I  actually 
enjoy  this  work,  and  do  not  regard  it  as 
a  necessary  evil,  deplorable  but  unavoid- 
able. This  is  not  because  I  am  a  profit- 
orientated  money-grabbing  disciple  of 
Mammon. 

Quite  simply  it  is  because  there  is  a 
unique  and  enjoyable  intellectual  challenge 
in  running  a  business  with  any  degree  of 
success  in  this  day  and  age.  Such  a 
challenge,  and  the  enjoyment  it  brings,  is 
lacking  in  purely  "ethical"  pharmacy.  If 
one  can  combine  the  two  forms,  with  no 
detriment  to  the  one  and  only  a  little  to 
the  other,  what  is  so  very  wrong  with 
that? 

Mr  Thornton,  in  common  with  many 
pharmacists,  is  worried  about  our  image 
and  status.  I  may  be  unduly  pedantic, 
but  there  is  a  keeping-up-with-Jones's  con- 
notation about  both  words,  and  an  im- 
plied superiority  about  the  word  "status" 
that  I  find  disturbing  and  distasteful.  For 
myself,  rather  than  becoming  obsessed 
with  image  and  status,  and  attempting  to 
improve  both  by  pure  artifices,  I  think  it 
sensible  to  stop  for  a  minute  to  consider 
exactly  what  the  new  image  and  status 
is  that  we  so  desperately  lack,  and 
whether  it  would  be  worth  so  much  up- 
heaval to  enter  the  new  promised  land. 

I  think  not.

Boots  strike 

I  was  interested  to  learn  from  the  Finan- 
cial Times  of  Saturday  October  25  that 
188  transport  men  of  Boots  Drug  Co  at 
Beeston  and  Nottingham  are  on  strike. 

While  I  do  not  know  the  details  or  back- 
ground of  the  strike  at  Boots,  it  is  astonish- 
ing to  learn  from  a  company  spokesman 
that  this  strike  is  "attempting  to  strangle 
the  manufacturing   operations,  including 


those  concerned  with  essential  medicines," 
or  so  the  Financial  Times  quotes  a  com- 
pany spokesman  as  saying. 

Assuming  an  essential  medicine  is  one 
which,  if  withheld  from  a  patient,  will 
cause  that  patient's  death,  I  would  like  to 
challenge  the  chairman  of  Boots  Drug  Co 
to  name  any  medicine  his  company  is 
making  at  Beeston  or  Nottingham  which 
is  sold  to  the  public  on  prescriptions  and 
which,  if  withheld,  would  cause  a  single 
death  because  no  similar  product,  or  pro- 
ducts, of  identical  or  almost  identical 
therapeutic  value  is  available  from  other 
manufacturers. 

If  Boots'  chairman  can  name  one  single 
essential  medicine  to  which  the  definition 
from  the  preceding  paragraph  may  be 
applied  and  which  his  company  is  manu- 
facturing in  Beeston  or  Nottingham,  then 
I  will  be  happy  to  pay  £25  sterling  to  any 
charity  named  by  the  Editor  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist. 

Should  the  chairman  of  Boots  fail  in  his 
effort,  then  I  suggest  that  he  should  cause 
the  "spokesman"  to  correct  the  statement 
as  published  in  the  Financial  Times  of 
October  25,  and  maybe  pay  £25  to  the 
Sunshine  Homes  for  Blind  Children.

Exercise  sandals 

We  have  followed  with  interest  your  pub- 
lication from  the  Chiropody  Review, 
criticising  exercise  sandals,  and  a  reply 
from  the  sales  director  of  Scholl  (Manu- 
facturing) Co  Ltd,  defending  Scholl's 
exercise  sandals  against  this  criticism.  If 
we  are  seriously  to  consider  the  report  that 
"clawing  of  the  lesser  toes  had  taken 
place"  as  a  result  of  wearing  commercial 
exercise  sandals,  we  should  view  with 
alarm  all  forms  of  open-backed  footwear 
in  general  and  indeed,  any  form  of  foot 
exercise  in  particular.  We  agree  with 
Scholl's  that  therapeutic  benefits  of 
exercise  sandals  are  derived  from  the 
action  of  gripping  and  extending  the  toes 
with  each  step,  and  that  the  shape  of  the 
sandal,  particularly  the  "gripper  bar," 
must  be  anatomically  correct. 

We  find  it  difficult,  however,  to  follow 
the  reasoning  behind  Scholl's  gripper  bar 
design  in  that  it  does  not  provide  a  grip 
for  the  big  toe.  Extensive  trials  show 
that  a  person  when  wearing  exercise  san- 
dals (even  Dr  Scholl's),  uses  the  big  toe  as 
well  as  the  others,  to  grip  —  perhaps 
readers  would  like  to  try  gripping  their 
toes  without  moving  the  big  toe!  The 
Mobbs  Miller  "nature  brand"  gripper  bar 
follows  the  natural  hollows  beneath  the 
toes,  and  was  developed  from  experience 
gained  from  over  80  years  in  the  shoe-last 
industry,  producing  forms  for  shoemakers 
in  Great  Britain  and  abroad,  and  including 
among  their  customers  shoemakers  whose 
reputation  is  built  on  the  shape  and  fit 
of  their  shoes.  We  did  not  export  our 
sandals  to  Australia  in  1965  —  it  would  be 
interesting  to  know  who  did  and  to  see 
one  of  the  offending  articles.

COT  DOWN  THUS! 
DDJW  HEADACHES

Thorough  training  is  essential  to  a 
smooth  changeover,  says  the  Decimal  Cur- 
rency Board  in  its  recently  published 
second  annual  report.  The  report  also 
states  that  it  is  neither  the  DCBs  job  to 
draw  up  standard  staff  training  pro- 
grammes nor  to  help  train  some  of  the 
groups  of  professional  cash-handlers  affec- 
ted by  the  change. 

In  other  words  every  organisation  in 
the  country  will  be  responsible  for  train- 
ing its  own  staff.  For  those  employing 
professional  cash-handlers  the  ease  with 
which  they  switch  to  a  £  composed  of 
100  pennies  (p)  will  largely  depend  on 
the  ability  of  their  sales  assistants  and 
check-out  operators  to  cope  during  the 
period  when  the  public  will  be  entering 
shops,  pubs  and  restaurants  offering  £sd, 
£p,  or  a  mixture  of  both. 

As  lp  =  24d  and  you  can't  give  0-4 
change  in  any  currency  there  will  ob- 
viously be  problems.  But  these  will  not 
be  nearly  as  difficult  to  overcome  as  it 
may  appear  providing  businessmen  fami- 
liarise themselves  with  the  principles  of 
change  giving  in  two  unequal  currencies 
and  take  the  advice  of  the  DCB. 

The  DCB  has  suggested  that  after  D 
Day  any  money-taking  establishment 
should  operate  as  either  an  £sd  shop  or 
a  Decimal  shop.  The  criterion  for  this 
will  be  the  currency  in  which  the  cash 
registers  are  working. 

Naturally,  if  cash  registers  are  working 
in  £p  the  shop  is  decimal;  if  still  ringing 
up  amounts  in  the  currency  that  has  been 
with  us  for  thirteen  centuries  then  it 
remains  an  £sd  shop.  Shops  should  trade 
in  one  currency  only.  This  does  not  mean, 
of  course,  that  an  £p  shop  merely  accepts 
decimal  currency,  but  that  bronze  coin 
change  will  only  be  given  in  one  currency 
or  the  other. 

The  principle  of  working  in  £sd  before 
machines  are  converted,  or  replaced,  and 
£p  afterwards  is  a  good  one.  Assistants 
will  only  have  to  think  in  one  currency 
at  a  time  and  providing  the  basic  fact 
that  bronze  coins  are  accepted  in  multiples 
of  either  6d  or  2|p  is  fully  understood  it 
will  ease  the  changeover  considerably.  It 
is  desirable  that  this  aspect  of  decimali- 
sation is  also  known  by  shoppers  and  it 
will  obviously  be  emphasised  in  the  DCB's 
pre  D  Day  publicity  campaign  aimed  at 
the  general  public. 

A  few  examples  of  how  this  system 
works  may  be  of  help: 

Presume  a  customer  enters  an  £sd  shop 
to  buy  6s  3d  worth  of  goods,  but  only 
has  decimal  money  for  the  purchase. 
The  nearest  £p  equivalent  to  6s  3d,  as 
a  conversion  chart  shows,  is  31p  and  the 
next  highest  2ip  multiple  is  32|p.  This 
is  handed  over  and  as  32ip  equals  6s  6d 
back  goes  3d  change. 

In  a  decimal  shop  the  thinking  behind 
a  transaction  for,  say,  a  14p  purchase 
would  be  that  as  the  conversion  chart 
equivalent  of  14p  is  2s  9d,  and  the  next 
highest  6d  multiple  is  3s,  the  latter  amount 
is  handed  over  and,  as  3s  =  15p,  lp 
change  is  returned. 

Obviously,  though,  for  some  time  after 
D  Day  shoppers  will  often  only  have 
the  correct  tendering  amount  in  a  mixture 
of  both  currencies.  Assume  a  customer 
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wishes  to  purchase  8s  8d  worth  of  goods 
in  an  £sd  store  and  has  a  purse  full  of 
change  like  this: 

2  x  2s  =  4s 

2  x  1s  =  2s 

1  x  5p  =  1s 

2  x  6d  =  1s 

\  X  ?P>   =  6d 

1  x  ip) 

2  x  3d    =  6d 

This  totals  9s  so  if  this 
is  tendered  for  8s  8d  worth  of  goods  the 
correct  change  is  4d. 

Note  that  ip,  lp  and  2p  coins  are 
grouped  in  multiples  of  2ip  and  then 
converted  to  £sd.  In  an  £sd  shop,  of 
course,  the  same  technique  would  be 
applied  to  Id  and  3d  coins. 

However,  although  the  thorough  train- 
ing requested  by  the  DOB  will  certainly 
smooth  the  change  from  £sd  to  £p  —  and 
make  a  significant  contribution  to  the  pos- 
sibility of  reducing  the  changeover  period 
from  18  months  —  it  does  not  tackle  the 
thorny  old  problem  of  giving  the  right 
amount  of  change. 

Many  shopkeepers  console  themselves 
with  the  thought  that  assistants  give  short 
change  as  often  as  they  give  too  much  — 
the  swings  and  roundabouts  philosophy. 
But  this  is  bad  thinking  because  whereas 
the  latter  erodes  profits  immediately,  re- 
turning too  little  money  often  loses  a 
customer  for  ever.  By  continually  short 
changing,  dishonest  assistants  can  also, 
of  course,  build  themselves  a  "float" 
which  they  could  remove  at  the  end  of 
the  day  —  often  in  the  form  of  a  note. 

The  1971  switch  to  decimal  currency 
is  re-focusing  attention  on  these  prob- 
lems. During  the  change  over  period  when 
two  unequal  currencies  will  be  circulating 
together  such  difficulties  will  be  magnified 
enormously.  An  important  development 
in  business  machine  technology,  which 
has  come  at  just  the  right  time,  is  the 
production  of  cash  registers  that  com- 
putes change  automatically.  (C  &  D,  July 
5,p  17). 

At  the  best,  listing  machines  ensure 
that  items  are  added  correctly.  Now  it 
is  possible  to  enter  on  a  register  the 
amount  tendered,  and  the  change  to  be 
returned  is  automatically  calculated  and 
indicated  on  the  window.  What  is  more 
details  of  purchase  total,  amount  tendered 
and  change  returned  are  all  printed  on  the 
customer^  sales  ticket. 

It  is  even  possible  to  add  a  further  de- 
gree of  sophistication  to  process  by  in- 
stalling a  coin  dispenser  which,  as  its 
names  implies,  is  a  device  that  gives  the 
correct  change  to  the  customer  after  the 
amount  to  be  returned  is  indicated  on 
the  change  computing  cash  register.  Used 
together,  of  course,  these  machines  eli- 
minate change-giving  inaccuracies  entirely 
and  speed  up  customer  flow  considerably. 

However,  not  even  the  most  complex 
equipment  can  eradicate  the  need  for 
everyone  who  takes  money  from  the  public 
to  be  thoroughly  familiar  well  before  D 
Day  with  the  basic  principle  of  change 
giving  during  the  changeover  period. 
Always  remember  that : 

Tender  high  to  the  next  highest  mult- 
iple of  6d  or  2Jp  is  the  No.  1  rule. 
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Photographic  equipment  review 


Halina  Colour  Pack,  containing  Halina 
Simplette  EE  Automatic  camera,  lens  cap, 
flash-cube,  batteries  and  cartridge  of 
Kodacolor-X  film  CX  1 26-1 2.  Made  in  Hong 
Kong  and  distributed  in  Britain  by  J.  J.

This  is  another  quite  attractive  presenta- 
tion of  a  relatively  simple  126  instant- 
load  automatic  electric-eye  camera  in  the 
Halina  series.  The  styling  is  black  and 
chrome  trim  with  a  most  impressive  front 
face  to  the  camera  body.  The  lens  and 
photo-cell  housing  projects  a  little  more 
than  an  inch  from  the  body,  with  the 
dimpled  honeycomb  photo  cell  housing  set 
above  the  lens  mount — in  a  window  in  the 
top  of  this  is  the  indicating  needle  of  the 
metering  system.  The  lens  axis  is  offset 
slightly  to  the  left  of  centre  (seen  from 
front)  with  the  viewfinder  window  in  the 
top  right-hand  corner  of  the  front  panel. 
The  shutter-release  plunger  is  near  the 
front  edge  top  panel  above  the  left-hand 
side  of  the  meter  window,  with  the  rotat- 
ing flashcube  socket  to  its  right.  Below 
the  left-hand  corner  of  the  viewfinder 
front  window  is  a  small  ejector  button, 
upward  pressure  on  which  neatly  throws 
out  the  spent  flashcube.  Although  the 
main  component  of  the  body  is  moulded 
in  black  plastic,  the  front  panel,  top  plate 
and  hinged  back  are  of  pressed  sheet 
metal. 

Except  for  the  protruding  shutter-re- 
lease plunger  the  top  plate  is  clean  and 
flat — the  flashcube  socket  is  recessed.  The 
back  of  the  camera  has  an  inset  grained 
black  panel  surrounding  the  clear  win- 
dow through  which  the  details  on  the 
cartridge  may  be  seen.  The  viewfinder 
gives  an  image  about  four-fifths  life  size, 
clear  and  bright.  Sliding  in  a  slot  at  the 
top  right-hand  side  of  the  top  panel  is 
the  metal  lever  with  a  small  black  plas- 
tic knob  at  its  extremity  for  advancing  the 
film:  this  requires  about  two  full  strokes 
and,  as  the  film  is  advanced,  the  flash- 
cube  socket  is  rotated  through  a  quarter- 
turn.  The  door  latch  is  also  at  right. 

No  provision  is  made  for  a  wrist-sling 
or  neck-strap  attachment  point  but  a  tri- 
pod-bush is  moulded  into  the  base  panel 
so  that  an  accessory  carrying  device  could 
be  fitted  here.  The  battery  compartment, 
covered  by  a  moulded  plastic  slide  is 
accessible  from  the  bottom  of  the  camera 
but  only  when  the  back  is  open.  Closing 
the  camera  back  locks  the  battery-com- 
partment lid. 

The  exposure  indicating  system  is  quite 
simple — on  looking  down  into  the  win- 
dow on  the  front  housing  a  bright  sector 
is  seen  between  two  red  sectors,  one  at 
each  end  of  the  unmarked  scale  over 
which  passes  a  thin  greer  needle.  If  the 
needle  remains  in  the  left-hand  sector 
then  there  is  insufficient  light  for  picture 
making  and  a  flashcube  is  required;  within 
the  clear  sector  pictures  may  be  made  out- 
of-doors  with  confidence.  If  the  needle 


The  reproduction  is  from  the  centre  of 
an  8x  enlargement  and  is  shown  same 
size.  Normal  speed  black-and-white  film 
was  exposed  in  the  camera  placed  on  a 
firm  support  and  the  negative  was 
developed  in  a  standard  developer.  A 
"straight"  enlargement  was  made  on 
normal  paper,  simulating  a  whole-plate 
print  which  is  usually  the  largest  size 
asked  for  from  this  size  of  negative 

moves  over  into  the  right-hand  red  sec- 
tor the  light  is  too  bright  and  over- 
exposed pictures  may  result  ...  no  advice 
is  given  about  what  to  do  in  such  a  cir- 
cumstance in  the  instruction  leaflet.  In 
the  clear  sector,  it  is  stated,  the  camera 
will  adjust  to  the  prevailing  light. 

The  only  setting  required  is  that  of 
focusing.  The  front  ring  of  the  lens 
mounting  rotates  for  the  purpose  and  the 
movement  is  firm  and  smooth.  About 
180°  covers  the  range  from  "20  ft  to 
Infinity"  (small  figure  and  mountains  sym- 


bol), through  "8  to  20  ft"  (two  half-length 
figures)  down  to  a  head-and-shoulders  of 
a  single  figure  at  "4  to  8  ft."  British 
dimensions  are  given  in  black,  metric 
equivalents  in  red.  Use  of  flash  is  res- 
tricted to  the  range  "4  to  9  ft"  and  this 
indication  is  embossed  on  the  flashcube 
holder,  as  a  permanent  reminder. 

There  is  one  point  of  criticism  here  and 
that  relates  to  the  instruction  leaflet:  it 
is  explicit  enough,  to  be  sure,  and  front, 
top  oblique  and  back  views  of  the  camera 
are  shown  and  the  components  identified 
but  nowhere  is  there  an  illustration  of 
the  camera  actually  being  loaded!  This 
is  felt  to  be  an  omission  with  any  simple 
aim-and-shoot  type  of  camera.  Fortun- 
ately, the  carton  of  the  Kodacolor-X  cart- 
ridge carries  a  clear  indication  of  the  way 
in  which  the  film  should  be  put  in  the 
camera  and  the  instruction  leaflet  with 
the  Ilford  black-and-white  126  film  with 
which  the  negative  tests  were  made  also 
illustrates  the  operation.  At  this  point  it 
should  be  made  clear  that  it  is  not  an 
elaborate  instruction  leaflet,  which  is  only 
to  be  expected  with  an  inexpensive 
camera,  but  a  simple  factual  one. 

The  camera  behaved  well  under  normal 
conditions  of  handling  and  our  standard 
tests  were  made  with  it  using  black-and- 
white  film,  from  which  the  usual  8x  en- 
largement was  made.  The  camera  func- 
tions equally  well  on  flash  and  even  a 
novice  should  have  no  difficulty  in  ob- 
taining perfectly  satisfactory  pictures. 

The  presentation  consists  of  an  outer 
card  carton,  printed  in  red,  black  and 
yellow  with  the  name  Halina  showing 
through  boldly  in  white.  Inset  is  an  ex- 
panded plastic  foam  liner.

The  official  rate  is  now  50s  3d  lb 
following  a  rise  in  the  United  States  to 
$6.  It  is  understood  that  the  move  was 
aimed  there  at  curbing  the  activities  of 
the  "free"  market  in  which  $8  lb  was 
being  quoted.  Bismuth  salts  can  therefore 
be  expected  to  be  adjusted  upwards  in 
the  near  future.  Thiamine  (vitamin  Bi)  was 
up  7s  kg  throughout  the  schedule,  the  rise 
being  attributed  to  scarcity  of  supplies  on 
the  Continent. 

Among  crude  drugs  there  was  little 
business  passing  during  the  week.  Pepper 
was  easier  again  but  the  rates  are  still 
high  compared  with  a  few  months  ago. 
Tonquin  beans  were  threepence  lb  lower 
and  turmeric  by  about  one  penny  lb. 
Matto  Grosso  ipecacuanha  was  dearer  by 
one  shilling  lb  on  the  spot;  Brazilian 
jalap  by  twopence  lb,  white  squill  by  10s 
cwt  and  nux  vomica  by  30s  cwt.
